NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Institute  of  Export  Meeting. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Institute  of 
Export,  held  on  October  g,  Mr.  Nugent  M.  Clougher  gave  a  lecture  on 
"Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom  Export." 

Pharmacy  Act  Prosecution. — At  Dukinfield  Police  Court  on 
October  17,  Simeon  Dyson  Moss,  265  Astley  Street,  Dukinfield,  was 
fined  5s.  for  a  breach  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  in  respect  of 
Sanizal.  He  had  no  licence  for  the  sale  of  poisons. 

Firm's  Staff  Adopts  Trawler. — The  staff  of  Cephos,  Ltd.,  headache 
powder'  manufacturers,  Blackburn,  have  adopted  H.M.  Trawler 
"Alberic,"  and  it  is  understood  that  the  ladies  of  the  staff  will  spend 
their  winter  evenings  knitting  socks,  scarves,  helmets,  pullovers  and 
other  comforts  for  the  crew. 

Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Committee. — At  a  meeting  held  on 
October  14,  Mr.  Johnson  Beal  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
Mr.  Beal  paid  tribute  to  the  fine  record  of  service  given  by  the  late 
Mr.  D.  Dickson,  who  had  been  chairman  of  the  Committee  during  the 
last  ten  years.  Mr.  J.  A.  Collins  was  co-opted  to  the  Committee. 

Control  of  Dyestuffs. — The  Board  of  Trade  has  made  an  Order 
(S.R.  .&  O.  1836)  prohibiting  the  sale  or  supply  of  dyestuffs  wholly  or 
partly  manufactured  in  the  United  Kingdom,  except  under  licence. 
The  Order  will  be  in  force  from  October  23.  Applications  for  licences 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Controller  of  Dyestuffs,  Board  of  Trade, 
42  King  Street  West,  Manchester,  3. 

Control  of  Fertilisers. — The  maximum  prices  at  which  fertilisers 
may  be  sold  are  fixed  by  the  following  orders  issued  recently  by  the 
Ministry  of  Supply:  Control  of  Fertilisers  (No.  5)  Order,  1940  (S.R.  &  O. 
1710)  ;  Control  of  Fertilisers  (No.  6)  Order,  1940  (S.R.  &  O.  1711); 
Control  of  Fertilisers  (No.  i)  Order,  1939,  Direction,  No.  5  (S.R.  &  O. 
1712),  each  obtainable  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  id. 

Closing  Hours  Changes. — Plymouth  Special  Purposes  Committee 
decided  on  October  iS  to  give  notice  of  the  Council's  intention,  subject 
to  a  register  of  premises  being  prepared,  to  make  an  order  altering  the 
closing  hours  of  pharmacies  in  the  city  from  8  p.m.  to  7.30  p.m.  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  and  from  g  p.m.  to  8  p.m. 
on  Saturdays.  The  Wednesday  closing  hour  will  remain  at  i  o'clock. 

Reserved  Occupations. — Changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the 
Schedule  of  Reserved  Occupations  since  its  revision  in  May  are  set  out 
in  Supplement  No.  i  to  the  Schedule  which  has  recently  been  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  3d.).  Among  the 
changes  included  are  the  following:  Chemicals  and  Galenicals  Manu- 
facture {including  Drugs)  :  the  age  of  reservation  of  process  men  in  the 
manufacture  of  heavy  chemicals  (other  than  chlorine  and  bleach),  fine 
chemicals,  galenicals  and  dyestuffs,  is  lowered  from  thirty  to  twenty-five. 

Glassware  Imports. — The  Treasury  have  exempted  from  key  in- 
dustry duty  till  December  31,  1940,  optical  glass  and  optical  elements, 
optical  instruments  (and  parts  there'of),  scientific  glassware,  lamp- 
blown  ware,  laboratory  porcelain,  scientific  instruments  (and  parts 
thereof),  certain  gauges  and  measuring  instruments  of  precision,  and 
certain  vacuum  tubes.  The  same  articles  and  parts  of  the  gauges  and 
measuring  instruments  are  also  being  exempted  from  duty  under  the 
Import  Duties  Act,  1932.  Import  licences  will  continue  to  be  issued 
only  in  respect  of  consignments  which  are  essential. 

Appeal  Dismissed. — The  Cotirt  of  Appeal  on  October  21  dismissed 
an  appeal  by  Amblins  (Chemists),  Ltd.,  London,  W.,  from  an  order  of 
Mr.  Justice  Bennett  in  the  Chancery  Division  for  the  compulsory 
winding-up  of  the  company  unless  £8ij  13s.  id.  was  paid  by  them, 
on  or  before  September  9,  into  a  joint  account  in  the  Midland  Bank,  as. 
security  for  debt  owing  by  Messrs.  Amblins  to  Bismag,  Ltd.,  Braydon 
Road,  Stoke  Newington,  London,  N.,  the  petitioning  creditors.  Mr. 
O'Malley  said  that  Messrs.  Amblins  were  unable  to  find  the 
money  and  he  found,  in  the  authorities,  that  the  fact  that  they  could 


not  pay  was  not  a  ground  for  appeal.  Therefore,  he  must  assetit  to' 
the  appeal  being  dismissed. 

Adhesive  Plaster  for  A.R.P.  Services. — The  Minister  of  Health  has- 
issued  a  notice  to  local  authorities  stating  that  in  some  cases  stocks  of 
adhesive  plaster  issued  by  him  for  the  A.R.P.  services  and  the  Emer- 
gency Medical  Scheme  have  deteriorated  in  storage  and  are  no  longer 
in  a  usable  condition.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  take  back 
and  replace  any  such  stocks  that  are  less  than  twelve  months  old. 
Applications  for  replenishment  of  defective  stock  more  than  twelve- 
months old  issued  for  first-aid  posts  should  be  addressed  to  the  Senior 
Regional  Officer  when  the  reserve  quantities  are  seriously  depleted, 
e.g.  by  25  per  cent,  of  the  total  issues.  Arrangements  have  also  beeE  , 
made  for  a  credit  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  empty  spools  of  adhesive 
plaster  issued. 

President's  Luncheon  at  Hull. — Hull  Chemists'  Association  broke 
new  ground  this  year  by  holding  a  president's  luncheon  on  October  17 
in  place  of  its  usual  annual  evening  reception,  and  more  than  seventy 
guests  met  to  honour  the  new  president  (Mr.  W.  E.  Naylor).  Oppor- 
tunity was  taken  to  present  the  presidential  replica  to  Mr.  E.  A. 
Brocitlehurst,  who  held  office  last  year.  After  completing  this  duty, 
Mr.  Naylor  referred  to  the  success  of  the  recent  effort  made  by  Hull 
chemists  in  support  of  the  Anglo-French  Ambulance  Corps  appeal 
It  was  originally  intended,  he  said,  that  the  Society's  quota  should  be  . 
£8.  Later,  the  committee  suggested  £2^,  and  actually  the  amount 
raised  in  a  fortnight  was  over  £60.  Following  luncheon,  the  afteraooK 
was  spent  at  whist,  and  Miss  D.  Naylor  presented  prizes  to  the  following: 
Mrs.  Howe,  Mrs.  Newton,  Miss  P.  Harrison.  Mr.  H.  S.  Smart,  Mr. 
E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  and  Mr.  King.  Picture,  p.  217. 

Birkenhead  Chemists  Discuss  Purchase  Tax. — Birkenhead  and 

Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association  met  to  discuss  the  purchase  tax  at: 
an  extraordinary  general  meeting  on  October  17,  Mr.  G.  L.  Hale 
presiding.  The  secretary  (Mr.  R.  G.  Collins)  read  a  letter  from  Mr. 
G.  A.  Mallinson  (Secretary,  National  Pharmaceutical  Union)  stating^ 
the  tax  would  apply  only  to  goods  purchased  after  the  tax  came  iata 
operation.  Mr.  FIale  said  what  they  wanted  to  try  to  obviate  was 
some  chemists  selling  goods  tax-free  whilst  others  were  charging  the  tax. 
One  member  suggested  they  should  agree  to  charge  the  tax  on  go«ds 
sold  on  and  after  a  certain  date  a  month  or  six  weeks  later,  but  there? 
was  little  support  for  this  suggestion.  Some  chemists,  it  was  pointed  out,, 
would  probably  still  have  goods  in  stock  which  were  tax-free,  aad  it 
would  be  illegal  to  charge  the  tax  on  them.  "One  of  the  biggest  prob- 
lems resulting  from  the  application  of  the  purchase  tax  will  be  the 
extra  capital  required  by  chemists  to  run  their  businesses,"  remarked 
Mr.  H.  C.  Tristram.  For  some  items,  it  was  stated,  there  wouid  be 
two  prices.  For  instance,  if  peroxide  of  hydrogen  was  required  for  the 
ears  the  tax  would  be  i6f  per  cent.,  but  if  required  for  the  hair  it  would 
carry  a  tax  of  33-J^  per  cent.  It  was  thought  that  N.H.I,  prescriptions 
would  be  priced  according  to  the  purchase  tax  addition,  Mr.  Tristrajc 
remarking  that,  where  the  tax  was  paid  on  any  item,  the  prescription 
should  be  endorsed  to  that  effect.  It  is  probable  that  a  further  meetixi;; 
will  be  called  in  a  few  weeks'  time  to  discuss  the  matter  in  the  light 
experience  gained  in  the  meantime.  Mr.  Hale  said  it  had  been  sug- 
gested that  regular  meetings  should  be  resumed ;  on  a  show  of  hands, 
about  half  the  members  voted  in  favour  of  Thursday  afternoon  meetiags. 

IRELAND 

Business  Change. — Mr.  Michael  C.  Lohan,  M.P.S.I.,  has  opened  a. 

pharmacy  at  Prospect  Hill,  Galway. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Council  on  October  18,  Mr.  James  Glendinning  was  elected  President, 
Mr.  H.  Moore    Vice-president,  and  Mr.   Trevor  Nicholl  Treasutyey  a£  ' 
the  Society. 
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British  Purchase  Tax. — This  was  discussed  recently  by  the  Dubhn 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  It  was  pointed  out  that  no  tax  is  payable  on 
goods  for  export,  and  that  any  tax  charged  on  such  goods  may  be 
recovered.  In  order  to  prevent  misunderstandings  the  secretary  was 
directed  to  request  the  Association  of  British  Chambers  of  Commerce 
to  impress  on  traders  in  Great  Britain  that  Eire  is  an  export  market. 

Irish  Drug  Association. — Mr.  P.  F.  McGrath  (president)  was  in 
the  chair  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association 
held  on  October  7.  Correspondence  passing  between  members  and  the 
Prices  Commission  was  dealt  with,  and  the  secretary  was  instructed 
to  forward  copies  of  invoices  showing  pre-war  and  current  prices. 
Discussion  took  place  on  the  opening  and  closing  hours  at  present 
being  observed  by  retailers  in  the  Dublin  area,  and  the  secretary  was 
instructed  to  write  to  the  retailers  in  question. 

Cork  Conference  Report. — The  Cork  City  Vocational  Education 
Committee  has  approved  a  report,  of  which  the  following  is  a  summary, 
on  a  special  conference  held  on  October  11  (see  C.  &•  D.,  October  19, 
p.  203)  :  A  conference  was  called  consisting  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Vocational  Committee,  and  Messrs.  T.  P.  Davdall,  T.D.,  W.  T.  Cos- 
grave,  T.D.,  H.  Flinn,  T.D.,  J.  Hurley,  T.D.,  J.  Rearden  (employers' 
federation)  ;.  and  Messrs.  D.  H.  O'Hanlon,  P.  J.  Fielding,  Lester,  Blair, 
Broderick,  Thomas,  MacSweeney,  Daly,  Johnson  and  Mrs.  Lysaght 
(Cork  City  and  County  Chemists'  Association).  A  synopsis  of  events 
leading  to  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
refusing  recognition  to  the  Vocational  Committee's  school  was  laid 
before  the  conference.  After  a  prolonged  discussion  it  was  admitted 
that  recognition  of  outside  schools  would  probably  be  a  drain  on  the 
financial  resources  of  the  Society,  and  suggestions  were  put  forward  for 
recouping  the  Society  against  any  such  loss.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
Chemists'  Association  should  take  active  steps  to  further  the  endeavours 
of  the  committee,  and  that  the  local  representative  on  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  should  reopen  the  matter  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Society,  being  furnished  in  the  interim  with  a 
memorandum  detailing  the  suggestions  agreed  upon  at  the  conference. 

SCOTLAND 

Trustee  Chairman. — Mr.  James  Jack,  Ph.C,  has  been  appointed 
chairman  of  trustees,  Arbroath  Savings  Bank. 

War  Weapons  Week  at  Edinburgh. — The  Distillers'  Co.,  Ltd.,  is 
lending  £1,000,000  to  start  a  war-weapons  week  shortly  in  Edinburgh. 

Glasgow  Traders'  Rejoinder  to  Lord  Provost's  Appeal. — An  injunc- 
tion to  Glasgow  residents  by  the  Lord  Provost  to  keep  away  from  the 
principal  streets  on  Saturdays,  in  view  of  the  danger  congestion  might 
create  in  the  event  of  air  raids  has  found  little  support.  Exception  is 
taken  to  the  Lord  Provost's  claim  that  it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Emer- 
gency Committee  to  provide  shelters  for  people  who  make  the  principal 
streets  busy  on  Saturdays,  for  shopkeepers  recognise  that  people  who 
shop  on  Saturdays  do  so  mainly  because  there  is  no  other  day  available 
for  them. 


PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

New  Factories  in  Palestine. — Answering  Mr.  Wedgwood  on  October 
16,  Mr.  Hall  (ynder-Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies)  gave  the 
number  of  new  factories  started  in  Palestine  since  the  present  war 
began;  the  list  included  three  for  medical  suppHes  and  two  for 
chemicals. 

Excess  Profits  Tax. — In  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Hannah  on 
October  15,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  (Sir  K.  Wood)  said  that 
concerns  expending  money  on  canteens  and  other  amenities  of  a  similar 
character  would  normally  be  able  to  claim'  special  relief  from  Excess 
Profits  Tax  in  respect  of  exceptional  depreciation  of  buildings,  plant 
and  machinery  due  to  the  war. 

Compulsory  Stock-insurance  Scheme. — In  reply  to  a  question  by 
Mr.  Mander  on  October  8,  Major  Lloyd  George,  for  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  said  that  after  allowing  for  refunds  under  the  concession 
made  in  regard  to  the  premiums  for  September  1939,  and  in  respect 
of  goods  declared  to  be  uninsurable,  the  premiums  collected  under 
the  Compulsory  Stock-insurance  Scheme  up  to  October  i  amounted 
to  1^39,829,958.  It  was  not  in  the  national  interest,  declared  Major 
Lloyd  George,  that  the  monetary  total  of  the  claims  made  should  be 
disclosed. 

Purchase  Tax  Queries. — Mr.  Wedgwood  asked  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  on  October  15  whether  he  was  aware  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  of  America  must  inevitably  add  the  British 
purchase  tax  price  to  the  American  duty  on  all  such  goods  exported 
to  America,  and  whether  he  had  formed  any  estimate  of  the  loss  of 
exports  to  America  that  will  result. 

Mr.  Harcourt  Johnstone  (for  the  Chancellor)  :  The  amount  of  the 
tax  may  fall  to  be  added  to  the  dutiable  value  of  those  goods  of  which 
purchases  in  this  country  are  chargeable  with  the  tax  and  which  are 
liable  on  importation  into  the  United  States  to  ad  valorem  rates  of  duty. 
The  answer  to  the  second  part  is  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Lipson  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether, 
because  traders  were  being  informed  by  certain  wholesale  dealers  that 
it  would  be  permissible  for  them  to  lump  the  purchase  tax  in  with  the 
cost  of  goods  and  to  treat  the  whole  as  the  cost  price,  marking  up  on 
that  figure  in  accordance  with  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  he  would  issue 
a  statement  on  the  matter. 

Major  Lloyd  George  (for  the  Minister)  :  It  would  not  have  been 
practicable  to  require  retailers  in  all  cases  to  state  separately  the  price 
of  every  article  they  sold  and  the  amount  of  purchase  tax  attributable 
to  each.  The  retailer  is  not,  however,  permitted  by  the  Prices  of  Goods 
Act  to  make  any  profit  on  that  part  of  the  cost  price  which  is  represented 
by  the  purchase  tax,  and  it  follows  that  he  must  proportionately  reduce 
the  percentage  mark-up  which  he  was  previously  entitled  to  add.  A 
statement  on  this  and  other  matters  relating  to  the  pricing  of  goods  on 
which  purchase  tax  is  chargeable  has  been  issued  by  the  Central  Price 
Regulation  Committee  for  the  guidance  of  traders. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

The  Grip  of  Control. — When  Henley  wrote  of  ' '  the  fell  clutch  of 
circumstance,"  he  might  have  been  foreseeing,  in  the  manner  attributed 
to  poets,  the  advent  of  the  Purchase  Tax  Act  and  the  Limitation  of 
Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  Order,  1940,  the  subject  of  your  first  editorial 
article  on  p.  209,  Your  exposition,  and  the  contents  of  the  valuable 
"Guide"  on  pp.  210-11,  make  us  realise  what  carrying  on  business, 
wholesale  or  retail,  now  means,  and  materially  help  to  keep  us  from 
error.  Some  of  the  entries  taken  from  Customs  and  Excise  Notice 
No.  78  are  puzzling.  You  dealt  with  the  three  classes  of  plasters  in  your 
issue  of  October  12  (p.  197)  :  I  may  add  that  the  new  official  clas.sifica- 
tion  ignores  the  Commissioners'  own  distinction  between  medicated 
and  unmedicated  corn  plasters,  one  kind  prima  facie  dutiable  and  the 
other  not.  Another  entry  on  the  same  page,  "Lozenges,"  gives  one 
pause.  The  composition  of  some  that  are  sold  in  pharmacies  is  too 
clear  for  discussion ;  but  others  are  not  easy  to  classify.  Is  an  acid 
:  '  drop,  or  an  acid  tablet,  a  lozenge  ?  One  of  the  strangest  designations 
;';    is  "Dental  liquid  preparations,"  apparently  causing  the  patient  who 

i  uses  a  medicated  mouth  wash  after  a  dental  operation  to  pay  more  for 
Si    it.  Time  will  no  doubt  bring  to  light  other  anomalies.

;:j  The  Unstocked  Shop. — The  predicament  of  a  chemist  who.  because 

?;  his  shop  is  recently  opened,  has  not  been  a  purchaser  of  stock-in-trade 
i|  during  the  standard  period  of  reference  (p.  209)  is  one  calling  for  some- 
ij    thing  beyond  sympathy.   Wholesalers  may,  as  you  point  out,  be  so 

ii  deeply  engaged  with  orders  from  old  customers  that  they  will  be  unable 
i!    to  execute  "opening"  orders  and  other  requirements  for  newly  estab- 
lished retailers.    In  ordinary  circumstances  the  quantities  of  regular 

ji|  commodities  ordered  on  opening  a  business  are  larger  than  those  appear- 
!;:   j,ng  in  subsequent  orders,  for  the  obvious  reason  that  the  shop  con- 


tainers are  at  the  outset  empty.  But  if  goods  are  not  obtainable,  how 
is  trade  to  begin  ?  Here  is  a  problem  for  urgent  consideration.  The 
number  of  businesses  in  process  of  being  started  is  not,  at  this  stage  of 
the  war,  likely  to  be  large ;  where  population  has  moved,  however,  in 
appreciable  strength  from  one  district  to  another  there  may  well  be 
a  demand  for  new  shops.  The  accumulated  knowledge  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  may  suggest  ways  and  means  of  lessening,  if  not 
removing,  this  hardship. 

The  Uncontrolled. — Problems  like  those  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraphs  give  additional  point  to  a  passage  in  the  address 
of  the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland  at 
the  Society's  annual  meeting  (p.  207).  It  is  well  known,  Mr.  Tate  said, 
that  "drugs  of  nearly  every  kind  were  being  indiscriminately  dis- 
tributed by  unregistered  persons,  stored  with  articles  of  food,  and  sold 
by  shopkeepers  of  every  class."  The  complaint  is  not  new  but  it  is  none 
the  less  timely.  With  the  rising  standard  of  public  knowledge  in  matters 
of  health  and  hygiene,  pharmacists  have  a  just  claim  to  be  the  recog- 
nised distributors  of  medicaments  to  the  exclusion  of  the  unqualified. 
To  whom,  outside  pharmacy,  can  the  public  look  for  competent  advice,, 
ready  "on  tap,"  in  the  many  questions,  large  and  small,  that  arise  in 
this  sphere?  To  the  medical  profession?  To  writers  of  "snappy" 
columns  in  the  Press  ?  I  think  not.  The  alert  medical  practitioner  dis- 
poses of  his  time  with  an  eye  to  its  value,  and  does  not  relish  being 
asked  to  discuss  with  laymen  points  that  he  regards  as  trivial.  The 
purveyor  of  notes  with  a  quasi-medical  flavour  in  newspapers  is  not 
a  person  to  be  encouraged,  even  when  he  is  relatively  harmless.  The 
claim  voiced  by  Mr.  Tate  will,  I  hope,  be  kept  steadily  in  view  on  both 
sides  of  the  Irish  Channel.  yCrayset

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ALLEGED  PRACTISING  OF  VETERINARY  SURGERY 


In  the  Dublin  Circuit  Court  on  October  lo,  before  Judge  Davitt, 
Certus  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  Pearse  Street,  Dublin,  appealed 
against  two  convictions  and  two  fines  of  ;^ioo  each  for  alleged  offences 
against  the  Veterinary  Act,  1931.  Both  prosecutions  had  been  brought 
at  the  instance  of  the  Veterinary  Council  of  Ireland. 

In  the  one  case  Mr.  J.  L.  Murphy,  a  director  of  Certus  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.,  attended  at  a  farm  and  there  drenched  forty  cows  and 
syringed  eleven  or  twelve  others,  with  a  preparation  sold  as  a  remedy 
for  contagious  abortion.  In  the  other  case  Mr.  Adam  Whiston,  a  sales 
agent  of  the  company,  treated  a  cow  for  contagious  abortion  by  means 
of  a  syringe.  Mr.  C.  Lavery,  K.C.,  with  whom  was  Mr.  Andreas 
O'Cuiv,  appeared  for  the  Veterinary  Council  of  Ireland,  and  Mr. 
R.  McGonigal,  K.C.,  with  Mr.  W.  O'B.  Fitzgerald,  appeared  for  the 
appellant  company. 

Mr.  Maurice  Fitzgerald,  farmer,  Killokerin,  co.  Waterford,  stated  in 
evidence  that  in  July  he  arranged  for  a  representative  of  Messrs.  Certus 
Industries  to  come  to  his  farm  to  treat  a  cow  for  contagious  abortion. 
On  the  day  fixed  Mr.  Peter  Mullaney,  of  the  Veterinary  College,  Mr. 
Gleeson  (a  local  veterinary  surgeon)  and  a  sergeant  of  the  Civic 
Guard  arrived  first  and  went  to  a  concealed  position  at  the  back  of 
the  cowshed  where  they  could  observe  what  was  about  to  happen. 
Later  Mr.  Adam  Whiston  arrived.  Mr.  Whiston  first  mixed  the  Certus 
chemical  preparation  for  contagious  abortion  in  the  kitchen  and  then 
filled  a  syringe  with  the  preparation  and  injected  it  three  times  into 
the  cow.  Next,  Mr.  Mullaney,  Mr.  Gleeson  and  the  sergeant  came  out 
and  approached  Mr.  Whiston.  Mr.  Mullaney  asked  him  if  he  were  a 
veterinary  surgeon  and  Mr.  Whiston  replied  that  he  was  an  agent  of 
Certus  Chemical  Industries,  that  he  had  treated  thousands  of  cows 
with  this  remedy  which  was  supposed  to  be  for  contagious  abortion. 
Replying  to  Mr.  McGonigal  witness  said  there  was  nothing  wrong  with 
the  cow  that  was  treated. 

Peter  Edward  Mullaney,  a  lecturer  in  bacteriology  and  pathology  at 
the  Veterinary  College,  Dublin,  examined  by  Mr.  O'Cuiv,  told  of  visiting 
Mr.  Fitzgerald's  farm  with  Mr.  Gleeson  and  the  sergeant  on  July  3. 
The  cow  treated  was  pregnant.  He  saw  Mr.  Whiston  coming  from 
Mr.  Fitzgerald's  kitchen  with  a  syringe  in  his  hand,  and  Mr.  Fitzgerald 
carrying  a  bucket.  They  went  into  the  cowshed  but  he  did  not  see 
them  do  anything  to  the  cow.  Afterwards  he  asked  Mr.  Whiston  what 
he  treated  the  cow  for  and  Mr.  Whiston  said  for  contagious  abortion. 
I  asked  him,  said  witness,  if  I  were  a  farmer  and  asked  him  to  come 
out  and  treat  a  cow  would  he  come  ?  He  said  "  Yes."  I  asked  him  if  he 
considered  contagious  abortion  and  sterility  one  and  the  same  con- 
dition, and  he  said  he  did.  I  heard  the  sergeant  ask  him  if  he  were  a 
veterinary  surgeon  and  he  said  "No." 

Replying  to  the  Judge,  the  witness  said  that  the  use  of  a  syringe  on 
a  pregnant  cow  by  an  unskilled  operator  might  be  dangerous. 

Mr.  McGonigal:  Isn't  this  operation  performed  by  all  competent 
farmers  who  keep  cows?  Witness:  It  is  not  one  all  farmers  do. 
When  I  asked  Mr.  Whiston  what  he  had  done  he  said  he  had  syringed 
the  uterus.  It  is  not  possible  for  a  farmer  to  do  that  because  he  has 
not  the  special  instruments  required.  The  operation  performed  by 
farmers  is  the  syringing  of  the  vagina,  which  is  a  simple  operation,  but 
the  syringing  of  the  vagina  does  not  kill  infection,  if  there  is  any,  in 
the  uterus.  Syringing  of  the  vagina  is  a  treatment  a  farmer  can  carry 
out. 

Judge  Davitt :  Did  Mr.  Whiston  say  to  you  that  it  was  the  uterus  he 
syringed  ? — Yes. 

Louis  Gleeson,  a  veterinary  surgeon  practising  at  Ballyduff,  Kil- 
meadon,  stated  he  visited  Mr.  Fitzgerald's  farm  with  the  last  witness 
and  the  sergeant  of  the  Civic  Guard  on  July  3  and  took  up  a  position 
at  the  rear  of  the  cowshed.  He  saw  Mr.  Whiston  give  the  injection, 
after  which  the  cow  appeared  to  be  in  distress.  Afterwards,  said 
witness,  we  approached  him  and  he  mentioned  that  his  firm  had 
received  testimonials  for  the  treatment.  I  asked  him  did  he  knqw 
whether  the  cow  was  pregnant,  or  not,  and  he  replied  that  he  did  not. 
He  said  he  had  given  this  treatment  thousands  of  times ;  that  he  was 
only  a  paid  agent  of  Certus  Chemical  Industries,  and  that  he  was  doing 
what  he  was  paid  for.  He  said  he  was  treating  the  cow  for  abortion, 
Avhich  is  a  very  serious  and  contagious  thing. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Lavery  witness  said  this  remedy  would  be  entirely 
ineffective  in  his  opinion.  When  inserting  the  syringe  Mr.  Whiston 
pushed  some  faeces  in  along  with  it.  He  was  in  fact  pushing  infection 
into  an  already  sterile  passage. 

Mr.  McGonigal :  If  you  are  treating  for  abortion  that  is  not  a  disease 
you  can  find  by  examination  ? — That  depends.  The  usual  method  is  to 
take  a  blood  sample  and  have  a  test  made. 

Adam  Whiston  stated  in  evidence  he  had  been  employed  as  a  salesman 
by  Messrs.  Certus  Industries  since  November  1939.  While  he  was 
working  for  the  company  in  North  Countyf  Dublin,  he  was  shown  how 
to  douche  cows.  While  he  was  in  Waterford  he  received  a  letter  from 
his  company  enclosing  a  letter  from  the  Reverend  Bursar  of  Mungret 
College  asking  him  to  have  the  herd  of  cattle  there  treated  for  con- 


tagious abortion.  Witness  did  not  sell  any  goods  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald  but 
was  told  to  go  out  and  demonstrate  on  a  cow. 

Mr.  Lavery:  If  the  farmer  asked  for  treatment  were  you  told  what 
to  do  ? — I  had  to  do  it  or  the  farmer  would  not  pay  for  the  goods.  Mr. 
Lavery  :  Were  those  your  instructions  ? — They  were.  Sergeant  Whelan 
corroborated  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Mullaney  and  Mr.  Gleeson  with  regard 
to  what  took  place  on  Mr.  Fitzgerald's  farm  on  July  3. 

Mr.  J.  Kavanagh,  registrar  of  the  Veterinary  College,  proved  the 
resolutions  of  his  Council  authorising  the  prosecutions,  and  also  stated 
that  neither  Mr.  Whiston  nor  Mr.  J.  L.  Murphy  were  registered 
veterinary  surgeons. 

Mr.  Colm  Lawless,  farmer,  Saucerstown,  Swords,  co.  Dublin,  gave 
evidence  that  Mr.  J.  L.  Murphy  and  another  man  had  approached  him 
in  connexion  with  the  remedy  of  Certus  Industries  for  contagious 
abortion.  They  said  it  was  so  sure  that  they  had  an  insurance  scheme 
running  with  it  under  which  cows  treated  were  insured  against  con- 
tagious abortion,  Mr.  Murphy  came  out  to  his  farm  in  February  last 
and  douched  eleven  or  twelve  cows,  and  drenched  thirty  to  forty  cows'. 
The  syringe  was  used  with  the  eleven  or  twelve  douched.  The  account 
was  between  {^z<~,  and  £^1 ,  but  he  never  got  the  insurance  promised. 

Mr.  O'B.  Fitzgerald:  There  were  three  treatments  necessary? 
Witness :  Yes,  but  I  thought  it  more  convenient  to  carry  on  the  others 
myself. — Did  Mr.  Murphy  go  out  to  show  you  how  to  do  it  with  the 
idea  that  you  would  do  it  afterwards  yourself  ?  Witness  :  That  may  be, 

Mr.  McGonigal  submitted  that  the  offences  alleged  under  the  Section 
of  the  Veterinary  Act  had  not  been  proved.  There  must  be  habitual 
practice  as  a  veterinary  surgeon  and  not  one  or  twj  isolated  acts: 
There  was  no  evidence  of  the  practice  of  veterinary  surgery,  or  of  any 
acts  that  came  within  the  terms  veterinary  surgery  or  veterinary 
medicine.  No  evidence  of  intention  to  practice  veterinary  surgery  was 
given.  The  application  of  the  douche  was  shown,  but  that  did  not 
constitute  the  practice  of  veterinary  surgery. 

The  Judge:  The  evidence  here  is  that  the  drench  was  administered 
by  the  mouth  and  the  other  remedy  as  a  douche.  Mr.  Lavery :  Those 
are  medical  and  surgical  operations. 

The  Judge:  If  I  administered  medicine  to  one  of  my  children,  or 
gave  an  enema,  am  I  not  carrying  out  a  medical  operation  ? 

Mr.  Lavery :  You  certainly  would  if  you  carried  it  out  regularly. 
The  letter  written  to  the  Bursar  at  Mungret  College  shows  that  the 
treatment  of  cattle  in  the  way  described  was  not  an  isolated  transaction. 
It  says  the  company's  representative  would  call  to  treat  the  herd. 

The  Judge:  Treatment  involves  two  things:  the  consideration  of 
the  signs  and  symptoms,  then  following  diagnosis  the  prescribing  of  a 
cure.  In  this  case  the  patent  medicine  is  administered  through  the 
mouth  or  with  a  syringe.  Mr.  Lavery :  Administered  in  a  way  which 
according  to  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Mullaney  requires  skill. — The  Judge: 
There  is  nothing  on  the  package  of  powder  to  say  it  must  be  adminis- 
tered through  the  uterus.  Mr.  Lavery  :  But  that  is  what  the  representa- 
tive says  he  was  doing. — The  Judge :  He  may  have  thought  he  was 
doing  it.  Mr.  Lavery :  But  in  addition  to  selling  the  stuff  a  representa- 
tive attends  and  performs  the  operation. 

The  Judge :  Once  you  call  it  an  operation  it  assumes  a  tremendous 
importance.  Individual  farmers  were  called  on  and  told  this  was  an 
excellent  remedy.  In  one  case  it  is  administered  by  the  mouth  and  in 
another  per  vagina.  I  confess  I  find  it  difficult  to  hold  that  is  practising 
veterinary  surgery.  In  this  case  is  there  anything  more  than  selling  a 
patent  medicine  and  administering  it?  Mr.  Lavery:  If  they  go  about 
persuading  farmers  of  the  efficacy  of  this  cure,  and  undertake  to  attend 
and  administer  it,  if  that  is  not  practising  veterinary  surgery  what  is  it? 
The  Judge :  There  seems  to  be  no  common  relation  between  the  two 
things.  No  veterinary  surgeon  or  doctor  would  say  they  assure  a  cure. 
Mr.  Lavery :  I  submit  the  letter  the  company  wrote  to  the  Reverend 
Bursar  of  Mungret  College  saying  their  representative  would  call  and 
treat  the  herd,  a  letter  dated  June  25,  and  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Whiston 
of  how  he  treated  the  cow  on  July  3  are  ample  evidence  to  show  veter-- 
inary  surgery  was  practised. 

Recalled  by  the  Judge,  Mr.  Mullaney  said  it  seemed  that  the  farmer 
himself  was  permitted  to  douche  his  cows  with  a  syringe.  In  treating 
contagious  abortion  the  first  procedure  would  be  to  take  a  blood  sample.  • 
Then  there  would  be  a  system  of  segregation  and  disinfection,  and  the 
affected  animals  would  be  treated  by  uterine  irrigation. 

When  Mr.  Lavery  proceeded  to  quote  the  relevant  Sections  of  the 
Veterinary  Act  Judge  Davitt  said  that  if  they  were  strictly  interpreted 
a  farmer  could  not  give  a  pill  to  one  of  his  own  animals.  Mr.  Lavery : 
Any  person  who  performs  an  operation  on  an  animal,  or  who  gives 
medicine  to  an  animal,  would  be  committing  an  offence  under  the 
Section,  except  a  person  who  habitually  keeps  animals  for  profit. 

Judge  Davitt ;  I  think  it  is  already  apparent  from  the  remarks  I 
made  that  I  have  considerable  doubt  as  to  whether  the  acts  proved 
amount  in  law  to  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery 
F  am  afraid  I  cannot  convict  in  these  cases,  and  must  reverse  the 
decision  of  the  District  Justice  in  both  cases. 
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The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  was  held  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on  October  8, 
the  president  (Sir  Thomas  Robinson)  in  the  chair.  Other  members 
present  were  Messrs.  P.  C.  Cahill,  D.  W.  P.  Boyd,  B.  P.  Hickey, 
T.  C.  Scott,  J.  V.  McKeever,  P.  A.  Brady,  M.  J.  Kieran,  J.  Gleeson, 
M.  J.  Parkes,  H.  P.  Corrigan,  J.  K.  Whelehan,  P.  Brooke- Kelly, 
J.  A.  O'Rourke,  J.  Duggan,  Dr.  J.  A.  Mitchell,  and  Miss  F.  M.  Flood. 

At  the  outset  of  the  proceedings  The  President  said  he  had  pleasure 
in  welcoming  a  new  member  to  the  Council  in  Mr.  H.  P.  Corrigan. 

Mr.  Corrigan  :  Thank  you,  Mr.  President,  for  your  welcome.  I  shall 
do  all  I  can  to  further  the  interests  of  pharmacy. 

The  President  then  said  he  had  a  delightful  duty  to  perform  and 
that  was  to  propose  that  the  vice-president  be  elected  president  for  the 
coming  year.  It  would  be  very  difficult  for  him  to  say  more  to  Mr. 
Cahill's  credit  than  that  they  had  a  trial  of  him  in  the  vice-chair  for 
the  past  two  years.  During  that  time  they  knew  him  to  be  a  first-rate 
man,  whose  word  was  his  bond.  Mr.  Cahill  was  a  man  of  irreproachable 
character  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  business  of  the  Society, 
and  a  keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  its  members.  During  his  own  two 
years  as  president  Mr.  Cahill  had  rendered  him  valuable  service.  His 
judgment  in  every  matter  was  sound,  and  he  had  that  wonderful 
capacity  for  thinking  correctly.  Personally  he  owed  Mr.  Cahill  a  debt 
of  gratitude  for  his  self-sacrificing  spirit  in  standing  back  so  that  he 
might  serve  the  Council  for  a  second  year  as  president  (applause). 

Dr.  Mitchell,  seconding  the  proposal,  said  he  thoroughly  endorsed 
all  that  Sir  Thomas  had  said  of  Mr.  Cahill.  He  always  admired  Mr. 
Cahill,  who  seemed  to  have  second  sight  to  do  the  proper  thing. 

The  motion  was  carried  with  acclamation,  and  Sir  Thomas  vacated 
the  chair  and  placed  the  badge  of  office  on  the  new  president. 

Mr.  Cahill,  having  addressed  the  Council  first  in  Irish,  continued 
in  English.  He  said  that  to  be  elected  president  of  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  important  professions  in  the  country  was  a  tremendous 
distinction.  He  wished  to  assure  the  Council  that  he  fully  appreciated 
the  honour  conferred  on  him  that  day,  and  to  express  his  gratitude  for 
the  confidence  reposed  in  him.  During  the  coming  year  it  was  not 
likely  he  would  be  able  to  do  much  for  pharmacy,  but  if  they  were 
allowed  to  carry  on  and  maintain  the  stains  quo  they  could  congratulate 
themselves.  During  his  year  of  office  he  would  do  everything  possible 
to  live  up  to  the  high  traditions  set  by  his  predecessors  (applause) . 

Mr.  Brady  said  he  would  like  to  associate  himself  with  the  remarks 
of  Sir  Thomas  and  Dr.  Mitchell.  He  had  known  Mr.  Cahill  for  many 
years,  but  more  from  the  trade  than  the  ethical  side  of  pharmacy.  He 
was  perfectly  certain  he  would  fill  the  chair  with  dignity  and  ability 
(hear,  hear). 

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  vice-president. 

The  President  said  he  wished  to  put  before  them  the  name  of 
Mr.  John  Gleeson.  They  were  all  acquainted  with  Mr.  Gleeson  and 
knew  he  had  all  the  qualifications  needed  for  the  position.  Few  people 
knew  Mr.  Gleeson  better  than  he  did  because  they  both  worked  for  his 
father,  and  anything  he  could  say  was  much  to  his  credit.  He  was  a 
most  capable  man,  and  deeply  interested  in  his  profession. 

Mr.  O'Rourke,  seconding  the  motion,  said  he  had  known  Mr. 
Gleeson  back  to  their  student  days  together.  Since  he  joined  the 
Council  Mr.  Gleeson  had  been  a  consistent  and  steady  worker.  He 
formed  his  opinions  carefully  and  acted  according  to  them.  He  had 
never  known  Mr.  Gleeson  to  miss  a  meeting,  and  thought  the  Council 
should  elect  him  unanimously. 

Mr.  Kieran,  supporting  the  proposal,  said  Mr.  Gleeson,  like  Mr. 
Cahill,  was  a  clear  thinker. 

Mr.  Whelehan  said  that  during  his  six  years  on  the  Council  he 
had  formed  the  highest  regard  for  Mr.  Gleeson. 

The  President  :  This  seems  to  be  fairly  unanimous.  I  have  much 
pleasure  in  declaring  Mr.  Gleeson  elected  vice-president. 

Mr.  Gleeson,  returning  thanks,  said  that  so  many  nice  and  flattering 
things  had  been  said  about  him  that  he  felt  embarrassed.  He  appre- 
ciated very  much  the  honour  conferred  on  him  that  day,  though  he 
was  not  at  all  sure  that  his  ability  justified  the  confidence  placed  in  him. 
However,  with  such  an  able  and  energetic  president  to  work  with,  his 
task  would  be  light.  He  would  do  his  best  during  the  year  and  thanked 
them  very  much  (applause). 

Proposing  the  re-election  of  Mr.  F.  J.  Fitzpatrick  as  honorarv 
treasurer  for  the  coming  year.  Sir  Thomas  Robinson  said,  "You  ail 
know  the  extraordinarily  good  work  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  has  done  for  us. 
I  have  great  pleasure  in  proposing  his  re-election." 

Mr,  Brooke-Kelly  :  I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding.  Nobody 
can  say  anything  about  Mr.  Fitzpatrick.  It  is  like  gilding  the  lily. 
■    The  President  :  The  year's  balance  sheet,  presented  at  the  annual 
meeting  last  night,  was  the  best  nomination  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  could  have. 
I  have  much  pleasure  in  declaring  him  re-elected  for  the  coming  year. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Scott,  seconded  by  Mr.  McKeever,  Davis 
Grifien  &  Co.  were  re-elected  auditors  for  the  year  1940-41.

The  president,  vice-president  and 
treasurer  are  ex-officio  members  of  all  Committees. 

Presenting  Sir  Thomas  Robinson  with  the  past-president's  badge. 
The  President  said  the  Council  asked  him  to  accept  the  badge  as 
some  mark  of  their  appreciation  for  the  way  in  which  he  filled  the 
chair  for  the  past  two  years.  They  knew  Sir  Thomas  was  an  exception- 
ally busy  man,  but  despite  all  the  claims  on  him  he  found  time  to 
attend  to  the  various  duties  devolving  on  him  as  president.  Sir  Thomas 
had  been  described  as  the  ideal  president,  and  the  many  tributes  paid 
to  him  at  the  annual  meeting  were  not  idle  flattery  but  were  well 
justified  and  merited.  He  had  one  quality  which  they  all  admired,  and 
that  was  the  deep  interest  he  always  took  in  every  one  of  their  profession, 
whether  they  were  only  just  qualified,  or  qualified  forty  or  fifty  years 
ago.  "  I  ask  you,"  said  The  President,  "  to  accept  this  little  memento, 
and  I  take  this  opportunity  on  behalf  of  us  all  to  wish  you,  and  Lady 
Robinson,  many  years  of  health  and  happiness"  (applause). 

Sir  Thomas  said  it  was  very  hard  for  him  to  express  how  deeply  he 
felt.  It  was  a  wonderful  thing  for  him,  after  spending  over  fifty  years 
in  pharmacy,  to  find  that  he  had  the  friendship  of  so  many  of  his 
colleagues  today.  The  older  men  like  Mr.  Fitzpatrick,  Mr.  Kerr,  and 
Dr.  Mitchell  should  remember  something  about  him,  but  that  the 
younger  men  should  account  his  service  so  generously  was  something 
of  great  moment  to  him.  To  be  a  past-president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  was  an  honour  he  appreciated  deeply  (applause). 

Dr.  J.  J.  Mackey,  Dun  Laoghaire,  wrote  thanking  the  Council  for 
the  vote  of  sympathy  passed  with  him  on  the  death  of  his  mother.

When  other  business  was  reached  Mr.  Boyd  raised  the  question  as 
to  when  the  Second  Addendum  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932, 
would  become  official  in  Eire,  and  asked  what  steps  were  being  taken 
by  the  Society  in  the  matter.  Two  important  changes,  he  said,  were 
effected  by  this  Addendum.  Oleum  vitaminatum  had  been  introduced 
instead  of  cod  liver  oil,  and  permission  was  given  to  manufacturers  of 
linimentum  camphorae  to  make  it  with  oils  other  than  olive  oil.  It  was 
important  to  have  the  Addendum  in  operation  there  since  they  had  to 
compete  with  firms  on  the  other  side,  where  it  was  now  official. 

Mr.  Brooke-Kelly  said  the  matter  had  been  already  raised  by 
Mr.  Fitzpatrick. 

The  Registrar  said  the  Irish  Medical  Council  had  already  been 
communicated  with  requesting  to  have  the  Second  Addendum  made 
official  in  Eire,  but  no  action  had  yet  been  taken.  He  would  communicate 
with  that  body  again. 

On  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee 
several  grants  were  passed  for  payment.  It  was  further  agreed  that  the 
Dance  Committee  be  requested  to  proceed  w'th  arrangements  for  the 
holding  of  a  dance  this  year  in  aid  of  the  Fund. 
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KEEN  DISCUSSION  AT  GLASGOW 


The  first  seasonal  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  and  South-western  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in  Glasgow  on 
October  9,  Professor  J.  P.  Todd  (chairman  of  the  branch)  presiding. 
Numerous  questions  followed  the  address.  The  secretary  announced 
that  contributions  to  the  ambulance  fund  now  stood  at  over  £80,  and 
he  appealed  for  further  donations.  On  the  invitation  of  the  chairman, 
Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  (secretary  Pharmaceutical  Society)  presented 
the  Kinnimont  prize  (a  cheque  for  £10  los.,  to  be  used  as  a  scholarship) 
to  Mr.  John  R.  McGlashan,  Glasgow.  It  was  announced  that  the 
runner-up,  Mr.  G.  A.  Baxter,  Clydebank,  would  receive  a  copy  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  presented  by  Mr.  Thomas  Guthrie. 

Address  on  Current  Topics. — Mr.  Linstead  then  gave  an  address  on 
"Present-day  Pharmaceutical  Problems."  First,  he  said,  there  was  the 
question  of  pharmaceutical  man-power  in  regard  to  military  service. 
Pharmacists  were  reserved  at  all  ages  ;  so  were  pharmaceutical  students 
who  had  put  in  two  years'  study,  and  dispensers  up  to  the  age  of  thirty. 
Two  problems  had  to  be  faced  :  One,  that  the  Services  had  had  less 
need  for  pharmacists  than  was  expected  ;  the  second,  whether  it  was  wise 
to  allow  students  to  go  into  the  army  before  they  qualified.  Probably 
it  would  be  decided  that  no  pharmaceutical  student  would  be  taken 
into  the  army  before  qualifying.  After  the  last  war  there  had  been  a 
rush  into  pharmacy  of  ex-Service  men,  many  of  whom  had  had  to  be 
helped  to  qualify.  They  did  not  wish  this  to  happen  again.  A  second 
point  of  interest,  said  Mr.  Linstead,  was  the  proposed  alterations  in 
examination  regulations.  One  of  the  new  regulations  stated  that  the 
Council  might  require  that  a  student  should  be  required  to  take  his 
Preliminary  Scientific  examination  before  commencing  his  apprentice- 
ship, but  before  doing  so  they  would  take  into  consideration  the  views 
of  all  concerned.  The  problem  arose  from  conditions  that  did  not,  of 
course,  prevail  in  Glasgow  and  other  large  Scottish  cities.  A  third 
matter  of  common  interest  was  damage  to  pharmaceutical  businesses 
caused  by  enemy  action.  The  after-war  problem  would  be  of  extreme 
difficulty.  The  men  had  to  be  rehabilitated ;  they  would  get  some, 
but  probably  not  all,  of  their  capital  back  from  the  Government,  but 
it  would  be  easier  for  big  businesses  like  co-operative  societies  and  chain 
stores.  Turning  to  the  purchase  tax,  Mr.  Linstead  said  manufacturers, 
wholesalers  and  any  retailers  who  bought  in  unusually  large  quantities 
would  have  to  register  as  wholesalers,  but  the  retailer  who  did  a  little 
making-up  on  his  own  account  would  not  need  to  unless  his  turnover, 
in  preparations  made  by  him,  exceeded  ^2,000.  This  meant  chemists 
would  have  in  effect  a  bonus  on  any  medicines  they  put  up 
themselves,  a  factor  that  might  induce  many  more  chemists  to  put  up 
and  pack  their  own  drugs  and  might  bring  back  into  pharmacy  much  of 
the  art  and  craft  that  had  been  disappearing  in  recent  years.  Class  18, 
dealing  with  toilet  preparations,  included  items  like  French  chalk, 
talcum,  and  witch  hazel,  and  these,  if  put  up  for  sale  for  toilet  use, 
would  be  liable  to  the  33-J-  per  cent,  addition  ;  to  escape  tax  they  would 
have  to  be  put  up  for  medicinal  use  and  not  for  toilet  purposes.  A  long 
list  of  drugs  had  been  published  that  were  also  chemical  substances 
used  in  industry ;  these  would  be  tax  free  if  not  put  up  for  medicinal 
use.  Chemists  could  therefore  escape  the  tax  by  buying  these  chemicals 
"not  put  up  for  medical  use."  The  list  of  so-called  costly  drugs  was, 
in  his  opinion,  an  unbalanced  list,  and  the  Board  of  Customs  had  said 
that  it  would  be  revised  later ;  the  Board  would  also  later  give  a  ruling 
as  to  whether  powdered  crude  drugs  would,  like  whole  drugs,  be  exempt. 

Discussion. — Professor  J.  P.  Todd  said  the  Glasgow  Branch  had 
urged  that  the  question  of  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  being 
taken  before  apprenticeship  should  be  discussed  at  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference.  Mr.  Linstead  had  said  that  so  long  as  a  person 
remained  a  student  of  pharmacy  he  would  not  be  called  up ;  this  was 
the  first  time  he  had  known  of  any  recompense  for  a  student  failing  to 
pass  his  examinations ! — Mr.  Linstead  explained  that,  when  called  on 
to  issue  a  certificate  to  a  student,  they  took  into  account  what  the 
student  was  doing  at  the  time  ;  if  he  had  not  been  at  his  studies  for 
some  years  and  was  not  taking  the  course  or  serving  his  apprenticeship, 
he  was  not  regarded  as  entitled  to  exemption. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Meredith,  Glasgow,  said  the  tax  on  an  article  costing 
■eightpence  and  retailing  at  one  shilling  was  2-66  pence.  What 
were  they  to  charge  the  public  ? — Mr.  Linstead  said  that,  in  the 
absence  of  a  decimal  system,  they  must  work  to  the  nearest  halfpenny. 

Mr.  a.  Officer,  Glasgow,  asked  if  any  indication  had  been  given  of 
the  result  of  the  purchase  tax  on  National  Health  Insurance  prescrip- 
tions. It  was  obvious  that  a  percentage  would  be  added  to  the  Tariff 
and  he  wished  to  know  if  this  would  be  added  in  November  or  after 
present  stocks  of  drugs  had  become  exhausted.  There  might  be 
differentiation  between  the  big  and  the  small  buyer. — Mr.  Linstead 
.said  the  authorities  accepted  the  fact  that  there  would  be  inequality 
as  between  the  man  with  stocks  and  the  man  without  stocks.  The 
most  they  could  expect  was  that  rough  justice  would  be  done,  but  the 
man  well  stocked  up  with  galenicals  was  going  to  be  in  an  advantageous 
position.  Dr.  Tait  might  have  something  to  say  on  this  subject. — 
Dr.  Joseph  Tait  then  said  that  the  Department  of  Health  and  the 


Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  were  both  looking  into  the  matter. 
Chemists  had  been  assured  that  nothing  would  be  done  to  affect  them 
without  their  being  consulted. 

Mr.  John  Weir,  Clydebank,  asked  if  the  sum  of  ;£2,ooo  mentioned 
meant  ^2,000  in  drugs  or  ^^2,000  in  total  business.  Also,  Mr.  Linstead 
had  said  the  retailer  who  did  some  making-up  would  earn  a  bonus  of 
33J  per  cent.  That  was  not  quite  accurate.  He  had  to  buy  bottles  and 
other  things  on  which  the  tax  had  to  be  paid.  Bonus  would  come  on 
labour  savings  and  other  economies. — Mr.  J.  H.  Ramsay  pointed  out 
that  bottles  and  packages  were  exempt  from  tax. — Mr.  Linstead  said 
the  £2,000  represented  gross  takings  from  the  sales  of  chargeable  goods 
excluding  any  sales  by  retail  of  goods  not  made  by  the  person  in 
question.  A  pharmacist  could  do  ;/|2,ooo  in  proprietaries  made  by  him- 
self without  being  taxed.  The  £2,000  was  a  wholesale  figure. 

Mr.  J.  Smith,  Alexandria,  asked  if  the  authorities  had  given  any 
indication  that  they  would  not  use  young,  qualified  pharmacists  as 
serving  soldiers  so  long  as  they  had  unqualified  men  working  as  dis- 
pensers in  the  army. — Mr.  Linstead  replied  that  these  unqualified 
men  had  joined  the  R.A.M.C.  and  passed  army  examinations  that 
entitled  them  to  become  army  dispensers  and  to  receive  promotion. 
When  vacancies  occurred  at  present  for  dispensers  they  were  being 
filled,  fifty  or  sixty  at  a  time,  by  qualified  pharmacists  supplied  by 
themselves.  When  there  were  no  such  vacancies  young  pharmacists 
would  join  the  army  or  navy  like  men  in  other  occupations.  In  answer 
to  Mr.  C.  A.  BuiCK,  Port  Glasgow,  Mr.  Linstead  said  if  certain  age- 
groups  became  liable  to  service  that  a  branch  manager  or  even  a 
proprietor  could  not  obtain  exemption  except  on  hardship  grounds. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Cruickshank,  Clydebank,  Mr.  Linstead  said  that 
what  made  a  thing  liable  to  tax  was  not  quality  but  what  was  written 
on  the  label.  A  Court  of  Law  could  not  take  into  consideration  what 
a  chemLst  meant  to  do  with  a  thing  he  bought.  The  Board  of  Customs 
recognised  that  a  substance  would  be  exempt  from  tax  if  bought  "not 
put  up  for  medicinal  use,"  and  he  assured  Mr.  Colin  Campbell,  Glasgow, 
that  there  was  a  definite  understanding  to  that  effect.  If  there  were 
no  dose  and  direction  for  use  the  item  bought  was  exempt. — In  answer 
to  Mr.  Blakey,  Mr.  Linstead  said  that  plasters  regarded  as  drugs  or 
medicines  were  charged  at  i6f  per  cent.,  but  surgical  plasters  were 
exempt.  The  wholesaler  could  supply  Epsom  salts,  for  example,  with 
nothing  but  the  name  on  the  packet.  The  sale  would  be  tax  free.  But, 
if  he  supplied  labels  with  directions,  tax  must  be  paid. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  T.  Sinclair,  Mr.  Linstead  said  that  opticians  were 
being  taken  into  the  R.A.O.C.  because  of  their  knowledge  of  optics, 
but  though  some  chemists  were  opticians  they  could  not  put  up  a 
specialised  claim  for  them  outside  of  the  R.A.M.C.  If  the  R.A.M.C. 
wanted  pharmacists  they  would  take  them  ;  otherwise  young  men  under 
twenty-five  in  pharmacy  were  in  the  same  position  as  other  young  men 
of  the  same  age. — Professor  J.  P.  Todd  asked  if  the  liaison  between 
the  Society  and  the  army  authorities  was  tight  and  secure,  because 
he  knew  of  a  young  and  unqualified  dispenser  who  had  been  put  through 
an  examination  by  his  commanding  officer  and  subsequently  made  a 
sergeant  dispenser. — Mr.  Linstead  said  they  could  not  interfere  with 
the  army's  right  to  train  its  own  dispensers.  Many  young  men  in  the 
R.A.M.C.  had  passed  the  army  examination  in  dispensing.  They  had 
an  undertaking  from  the  Government  that  as  and  when  they  wanted 
dispensers  they  would  come  to  them  for  the  filling  of  the  vacancies. 
The  army  authorities  had  played  the  game  but  they  could  not  prevent 
the  R.A.M.C.  private  taking  the  R.A.M.C.  qualification  in  dispensing. 
He  assured  Mr.  Smith  that  no  ex-army  dispensers  would  become 
registered  pharmacists  by  virtue  of  their  army  service. 

Mr.  Sinclair  asked  what  was  the  position  of  patent  medicines  under 
the  purchase  tax,  and  Mr.  Linstead  replied  that  it  was  being  con- 
sidered by  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  as  between 
manufacturer,  wholesaler  and  retailer. 

Dr.  Tait  said  that  there  had  been  some  complaints  from  Scotland 
regarding  the  proposal  to  make  apprenticeship  possible  only  after  the 
Preliminary  Scientific  examination  had  been  taken.  This  was  the  right 
policy  from  the  educational  point  of  view  but  from  the  business  angle 
it  was  a  different  matter ;  however,  the  Council  would  never  impose 
the  new  regulation  without  giving  members  the  opportunity  of  stating 
their  views. — Mr.  Linstead  said  he  was  informed  that  in  many  parts 
of  Scotland  there  were  difficulties  in  the  way  of  getting  instruction  for 
the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination,  and  that  fathers  and  mothers 
would  simply  put  their  sons  into  other  professions  if  they  found  that 
the  passing  of  this  examination  had  to  come  before  apprenticeship 
could  be  commenced.  In  reply  to  a  member  who  suggested  that  there 
was  as  much  need  for  a  pharmacy  school  in  Aberdeen  as  in  London, 
Mr.  Linstead  pointed  out  that  they  did  not  teach  the  subjects  for  the 
Preliminary  Scientific  examination  in  the  London  school.  There  should 
be  no  real  barrier  to  any  Scottish  boy  taking  this  examination  first, 
as  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  getting  his  travelling  expenses  paid.

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SERVICES  PHARMACY  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 


The  practical  pharmacy  edition  of  the  "  Journal  of  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association,"  August,  pp.  297-304,  includes  articles  on 
"Training  Army  Pharmacy  Technicians,"  "Pharmacy  in  the  U.S. 
Navy,"  and  "  Pharmacists  in  the  Civil  Service."  Below  are  summaries. 

Army  "  Pharmacy  Technicians." — Pharmacy  in  the  army  is  con- 
ducted by  enlisted  men  of  the  Medical  Department.  These  men,  with 
few  exceptions,  have  had  no  formal  training  in  the  duties  required  of 
them,  though  many  have  gained  knowledge  and  skill  in  compounding 
by  experience.  There  are  seven  army  general  hospitals  and  at  least  one 
large  station  hospital  employing  an  average  of  five  pharmacy  techni- 
cians per  hospital.  In  addition,  there  are  119  station  hospitals,  forty-two 
station  dispensaries  and  seven  general  dispensaries,  which  require  an 
average  of  two  dispensers  per  unit.  This  gives  an  approximate  total  of 
376  technicians  assigned  to  duty  in  military  pharmacies.  The  quantity 
of  work  in  most  of  the  pharmacies  is  stated  not  to  warrant  the  full-time 
services  of  a  commissioned  officer.  A  course  in  technical  pharmacy  for 
selected  enlisted  men  has  therefore  been  established.  The  course  is  of 
nine  months'  duration  and  is  given  to  a  class  of  not  less  than  fifteen  or 
more  than  twenty-five  men.  Applicants  must  be  high-school  graduates 
or  have  comparable  practical  experience  in  pharmacy. 

During  the  war  of  1914-18  a  considerable  number  of  qualified  phar- 
macists were  enlisted  in  the  army.  Some  of  these  pharmacists  continued 
in  service  after  the  armistice,  but  by  normal  losses  the  number  has  been 
considerably  reduced.  The  "pharmacy  technician"  has  five  chief  func- 
tions— maintenance  of  necessary  stocks  of  drugs  and  supplies ;  manu- 
facture of  galenical  and  stock  preparations ;  routine  dispensing  and 
compounding  of  medicines  for  wards  and  clinics  of  the  hospital ;  com- 
pounding prescriptions  for  hospital  and  out-patients ;  and  keeping 
adequate  records.  All  standard  drugs  (mainly  United  States  Pharma- 
copoeia and  National  Formulary  drugs  and  chemicals)  are  listed  in  the 
Medical  Department  Supply  Catalogue  and  procured  through  the  local 
medical  supply  officer  from  medical  supply  depots.  "Non-standard" 
supplies  are  those  not  listed  on  the  supply  table  and  obtained  either  on 
emergency  or  quarterly  requisition,  their  cost  being  charged  against 
funds  allotted  to  the  particular  hospital.  All  prescriptions  are  written 
in  the  metric  system  and  signed  by  an  officer  of  the  medical,  dental  or 
veterinary  corps.  In  most  station  hospitals,  where  the  personnel  is  not 
so  well  trained  as  in  general  hospitals,  there  is  less  compounding  and 
more  routine  dispensing  of  ready-made  preparations.  The  following  is 
a  brief  outline  of  the  curriculum  of  the  course  arranged  for  "pharmacy 
technicians"  by  the  Army  authorities: — 

A  course  in  general,  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry  sufficient  to  serve  as 
a  basis  for  the  study  of  chemicals  used  in  medicine  and  detection  of  incom- 
patibOities,  with  sufficient  elementary  titrations  to  provide  an  introduction 
to  volumetric  assays. 

A  course  in  pharmaceutical  arithmetic. 

Instruction  in  the  materia  medica  and  therapeutics  of  drugs,  chemicals  and 
combinations  met  with  in  Medical  Department  routine. 

Instruction  in  pharmacy,  including  lectures  and  recitations  as  well  as  labor- 
atory procedures  in  galenical  pharmacy  and  prescription  compounding. 

Informal  discussion  in  pharmacy  administration  relative  to  the  equipment, 
arrangement  and  operation  of  hospital  pharmacies  under  military  regulations. 

Study  of  the  Medical  Department  Supply  Catalogue,  including  methods  of 
requisitioning  supplies. 

From  "  Surgeon's  Mate  "  to  "  Pharmacist  "  in  the  Navy. — Phar- 
macy has  been  an  integral  part  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  United 
States  Navy  since  March  2,  1799,  when  it  was  provided  by  an  act  of 
Congress  that  "a  convenient  place  shall  be  set  apart  for  the  sick  and 
hurt  men,"  The  pharmaceutical  work  has  been  performed  by  a  specially 
trained  personnel.  In  1818  the  "surgeon's  mate,"  holding  the  rank  of 
warrant  officer,  carried  out  the  necessary  compounding  and  dispensing 
of  medicine  under  the  direction  of  the  medical  officer,  also  supervising 
the  administration  of  medicines  and  application  of  dressings.  About 
1830  the  title  of  "surgeon's  steward"  superseded  that  of  "surgeon's 
mate, ' '  and  on  December  8, 1 866,  the  title  was  again  changed  to  ' '  apothe- 
cary," with  rank  of  warrant  officer.  In  1869,  the  "first  class  apothe- 
caries" were  reduced  in  rank  from  warrant  to  petty  officers.  They  con- 
tinued in  this  position  until  1898,  when  the  Hospital  Corps  was  estab- 
lished and  the  older  "apothecaries"  were  appointed  "pharmacists"  to 
rank  as  warrant  officers.  Apothecaries  were  appointed  from  civil  life. 
They  were  men  who  were  representative  of  the  profession  of  pharmacy 
and  well  known  in  the  community  frorn  which  they  were  appointed.  The 
naval  regulations  of  1896  required  the  applicants  should  be  graduates 
of  recognised  colleges  of  pharmacy,  and  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one 
and  twenty-eight  years.  The  appointments  were  dependent  upon  passing 
a  professional  examination.  In  1898  Congress  passed  an  act  creating 
the  Hospital  Corps.  This  established  the  grade  of  "pharmacist"  as 
warrant  officer,  with  the  enlisted  ratings  of  "hospital  steward,"  "hos- 
pital apprentice,  first  class"  and  "hospital  apprentice."  The  act  was 
amended  in  191 2  by  establishing  the  commissioned  grade  of  "chief 
pharmacist."  During  the  war  of  1914-18,  about  seventy-five  chief 
pharmacists  were  temporarily  commissioned  in  the  medical  corps  in 
the  grades  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade)  and  lieutenant.   On  January  i. 


1922,  this  group  of  officers  reverted  to  their  permanent  status  of  chief 
pharmacist. 

Every  naval  unit  to  which  a  medical  officer  is  attached  has  a  fully 
equipped  pharmacy,  with  the  necessary  fixtures,  counters,  balances, 
shelf  bottles,  and  cupboards  for  poisons  and  "dangerous"  drugs.  The 
pharmacy  is  supervised  by  an  enlisted  man  of  the  Hospital  Corps  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  medical  officer.  At  each  of  the  three  larger 
naval  dispensaries  about  35,000  prescriptions  are  annually  compounded. 
The  Navy  operates  about  forty  dispensaries  at  naval  hospitals  and 
yards,  and  about  two  hundred  on  vessels.  Naval  medical  supply  depots 
furnish  the  pharmacies  with  drugs,  chemicals,  galenicals  and  reagents. 
A  few  proprietary  remedies  are  used,  but  as  a  general  policy  the  pre- 
scribing of  proprietary  remedies  is  not  encouraged.  The  metric  system 
of  weights  and  measures  is  used  exclusively.  Naval  hospitals,  dispen- 
saries, and  vessels  receive  their  medical  supplies  from  one  of  the  three 
naval  medical  supply  depots  of  which  the  chief  is  in  New  York  City. 
Drugs,  dressings,  instruments,  and  dental,  laboratory  and  ;ir-ray  supplies 
are  purchased,  inspected  and  distributed  by  the  main  depot.  The 
specifications  are  based  on  pharmacopoeial  standards  and  no  medical 
supplies  are  permitted  to  leave  the  depot  until  their  "purity  rubric" 
has  been  determined.  For  a  period  of  about  twenty  years,  up  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Hospital  Corps  at  the  end  of  the  Spanish- American 
war,  a  formal  education  in  pharmacy  was  a  pre-requisite  to  appointment 
as  "apothecary"  in  the  United  States  Navy.  Since  then,  however,  that 
requirement  has  been  set  aside  and  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery 
now  trains  its  own  pharmacy  technicians.  This  training  begins  when 
the  hospital  corpsmen  first  enter  the  Navy.  After  enlisting,  a  man  in  the 
Hospital  Corps  receives  basic  instruction  in  nursing,  anatomy,  physi- 
ology. In  addition,  he  is  taught  weights  and  measures,  simple  phar- 
maceutical procedures,  materia  medica  and  pharmaceutical  arithmetic 
at  one  of  the  Hospital  Corps  schools  for  a  period  of  twelve  weeks.  After 
graduation,  the  corpsmen  are  give  a  nine  months'  course  of  instruction 
at  the  Naval  Medical  School,  Washington,  D.C.  Applicants  must  be 
high  school  graduates  and  have  had,  as  a  rule,  four  or  more  years'  naval 
service  ;  940  hours  of  instruction  are  devoted  to  the  study  of  pharmacy, 
chemistry,  materia  medica,  pharmacognosy,  toxicology,  pharmaceutical 
arithmetic  and  incompatibilities.  The  pharmacy  laboratory  is  equipped 
with  apparatus  for  making  representative  types  of  official  and  non- 
official  galenical  and  chemical  preparations,  and  210  such  preparations 
and  about  one  hundred  prescriptions  of  various  types  are  compounded 
during  the  course. 

Civil  Service  Pharmacy. — In  the  government  service  in  the  United 
States,  pharmacy  as  such  is  practised  largely  in  hospitals,  but  many 
pharmacists  are  engaged  in  a  variety  of  governmental  activities  akin 
to  pharmacy  or  requiring  a  pharmaceutical  background.  In  the  Federal 
civil  service  the  comparatively  few  positions  in  which  the  holder  is  en- 
gaged in  the  actual  practice  of  pharmacy  are  limited  almost  entirely  to 
dispensaries  at  hospitals  operated  by  the  U.S.  Veterans'  Administration 
and  U.S.  Public  Health  Service.  Wherever  drugs  or  medicines  are  dis- 
pensed or  doctors'  prescriptions  compounded  a  duly  qualified  registered 
pharmacist  is  employed.  In  nearly  every  instance  this  pharmacist  has 
not  only  met  the  requirements  of  one  of  the  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy, 
but  has  also  been  required  to  pass  a  written  examination  set  by  the 
U.S.  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  professional  questions  in  this 
examination  pertain  to  pharmacy,  chemistry,  bacteriology,  pharma- 
cology and  physics.  In  its  most  recent  examination,  held  in  1939,  for 
the  position  of  junior  pharmacist,  the  Commission's  minimum  entrance 
requirement  was  completion  of  a  four-year  course  leading  to  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  a  college  or  university  of  recognised  standing,  with  major 
work  in  pharmacy.  Actual  appointments  to  pharmaceutical  posts  are 
made  by  the  Commission  furnishing  to  the  appointing  officer  of  the 
department  or  agency  concerned  a  list  of  qualified  eligibles  from  which 
selection  under  the  civil  service  rules  may  be  made.  After  a  pharmacist 
receives  his  appointment  he  is  required,  under  the  new  rules,  to  serve 
a  year's  probationary  period.  At  the  end  of  this  time,  if  his  services 
have  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  he  becomes  a  permanent  employee  with 
the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  other  permanent  employees  appointed 
to  positions  filled  through  civil  service  competitive  examinations.  The 
opportunities  for  promotion  of  pharmacists  depend  to  some  extent 
upon  the  positions  to  which  they  are  appointed  and  whether  or  not  there 
exist  in  the  organisation  any  positions  which  justify  allocation  to  a 
higher  grade  than  the  one  to  which  they  were  originally  appointed. 
Only  one  position  in  the  whole  Federal  civil  service  is  filled  by  a  phar- 
macist engaged  in  the  actual  practice  of  pharmacy  and  of  a  grade  higher 
than  the  lowest  of  three  recognised  Civil  Service  grades.  Pharmacists 
not  engaged  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  include  pharmacologists, 
toxicologists  and  pharmaceutical  chemists ;  inspectors  or  investigators 
in  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  or  Bureau  of  Narcotics  ;  and 
"sub-professional"  workers  such  as  laboratory  assistants  and  others. 
Appointments  to  these  positions  are  made  through  a  wide  variety  of 
examinations — some  requiring  only  high-school  education  for  admis- 
sion, and  others  a  bachelor's  degree  and  several  years  of  experience.

Compulsory  Winding-up. — A  petition  by  E.  Cowles,  Ltd.,  for  the 
compulsory  winding-up  of  R.  G.  Harbott  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  heard  in  the 
Chancery  Division  on  October  14.  Counsel  for  petitioners  said  the 
petition  had  not  been  served.  The  registered  office  of  the  respondent 
company  was  given  as  Victoria  Works,  Romford  Road,  Forest  Gate, 
but  inquiries  showed  there  was  no  such  works.  Some  buildings  had 
been  demolished  and  were  being  rebuilt  and  there  was  a  notice  that  they 
were  being  rebuilt  for  manufacturing  chemists.  An  attempt  was  made 
to  serve  the  petition  on  the  director,  but  it  was  found  that  he  had 
left  the  address  given  three  months  earlier.  The  petition  was  adjourned 
for  three  weeks  for  proper  service. 

On  a  petition  by  Southalls  (Birmingham),  Ltd.,  Mr.  Justice  Bennett 
made  an  order  recently  for  the  compulsory  winding-up  of  Newington 
Supply  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists'  sundriesmen.  There  was  no  opposition. 

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Carnarvonshire. — The  Welsh  Pricing  Committee  has  called  the 
attention  of  the  Carnarvonshire  Insurance  Committee  to  the  continued 
high  cost  of  prescribing,  which  is  stated  to  be  higher  in  the  county  than 
in  any  other  in  Wales,  while  the  cost  of  vaccines  and  serums  has  also 
been  out  of  proportion  to  that  in  the  rest  of  Wales.  The  Clerk  stated 
that  when  a  similar  complaint  was  made  in  1935  the  regional  medical 
officer  found,  on  investigation,  that  there  had  been  no  extravagance  on 
the  part  of  the  doctors,  and  that  patients  were  receiving  the  best 
treatment.  The  same  factors  applied  today,  and  regard  must  be  had 
for  the  high  incidence  of  a  certain  kind  of  disease,  including  tuber- 
culosis, in  the  county.  Carnarvonshire  was  not  higher  in  cost  than 
certain  parts  of  England.  It  was  decided  to  invite  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  to  investigate  the  position. 

Herefordshire. — 23,469  prescriptions  were  dispensed  in  the  Insur- 
ance Committee's  area  during  the  second  quarter  of  1940,  compared  with 
25,527  during  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  The  average 
total  cost  per  insured  person  was  8-4  pence,  compared  with  8-i  pence. 
Owing  to  war  conditions  there  was  a  sharp  rise  in  ingredient  costs, 
but  this  was  to  some  extent  offset  by  a  drop  in  the  number  of 
prescriptions  issued. 

Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  (Scotland). — The  Committee 
has  issued  a  statement  in  regard  to  Emergency  Hospital  Service.  In 
hospitals  (including  auxiliary  hospitals)  that  have  no  dispensary  it 
may  be  found  necessary  for  the  doctor  to  issue  prescriptions  that  need 
to  be  dispensed  by  a  pharmacist,  and  if  a  considerable  amount  of  such 
dispensing  were  involved  it  might  be  desirable  that  the  work  should  be 
done  by  the  local  chemists  working  to  a  rota.  A  special  form  similar  to 
the  N.H.I,  prescription  form  is  issued  for  this  purpose  and  the  Central 
Checking  Bureau  will  price  on  the  N.H.I.  Tariff  basis.  In  a  circular 
sent  out  by  the  secretary,  the  Committee  also  describes  the  negotiations 
that  led  to  the  abandonment  for  the  duration  of  the  war  of  triplicate 
prescription  forms  (:ee  C.  &- D.  September  28,  p.  166).  Owing  to  shortage 
of  paper  supplies  necessitating  stringent  economy,  the  Department  of 
Health  for  Scotland,  at  the  instance  of  the  Scottish  Association  of 
Insurance  Committees  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  British  Medical 
Association,  made  an  urgent  request  that  the  agreement  as  to  a  tripli- 
cate form  for  N.H.I,  prescriptions  should  be  departed  from  and  that 
there  should  be  only  a  single  form.  On  behalf  of  panel  chemists  the 
Standing  Committee  stressed  the  importance  attached  to  the  adoption 
of  a  triplicate  form,  and  pointed  out  that  to  adopt  a  single  form  would 
place  additional  clerical  work  on  panel  chemists.  Ultimately,  in  view 
of  an  imperative  instruction  by  the  Treasury  to  all  Government 
Departments  to  exercise  every  possible  economy  in  the  use  of  paper,  and 
on  condition  that  the  triplicate  form  would  be  restored  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  the  Standing  Committee  agreed  to  a  temporary 
suspension  of  the  triplicate  prescription  form  as  a  war-time  emergency 
measure.  It  is  pointed  out  that  panel  chemists  will  now  have  to  deal 
with  N.H.I,  prescriptions  as  they  deal  with  private  prescriptions  except 
that,  as  provided  for  by  Section  19  (3)  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  they  are  not  under  statutory  obligation  to  copy  into  the 
Prescription  Book  an  N.H.I,  prescription  which  includes  a  poison. 
In  the  interests  of  economy  it  has  also  been  agreed  that  the  monthly 
Drug  Tariff  Appendix  will  not  be  issued  to  every  panel  chemist,  but 
that  a  limited  number  will  be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  each  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee.

DEATHS 

Antcliff'e. — As  was  briefly  announced  in  last  week's  C.  &■  D- 
(Coloured  Supplement,  p.  xi)  the  death  occurred  on  October  14  of 

Mr.  Herbert  Antcliffe,  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
aged  seventy-two.  After  experience  in 
every  class  of  provincial  pharma- 
ceutical work,  Mr.  Antcliffe  joined  the 
staff  of  the  Sheffield  Board  of  Guardians 
and  subsequently  became  chief  phar- 
macist to  the  Board,  retiring  about 
fifteen  years  ago.  He  was  for  eighteen 
years  secretary  of  the  Sheffield  Branch 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  LInion, 
and  was  for  many  years  connected 
with  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and 
Chemical  Society  in  an  official  capacity. 
He  was  a  past-chairman  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
He  was  also  secretary  of  the  Sheffield 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  chair- 
man of  the  North-Eastern  Committee 
for  the  Register  of  Pharmacists.  Mr. 
Antcliffe  was  co-opted  as  a  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  1 921, 
and  retained  his  seat  at  subsequent  elections.  He  was  chairman  of 
the  Society's  Law  Committee  (1923-1929),  chairman  of  the  War 
Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  (1930-1935)  and  for  the  past 
five  years  has  been  chairman  of  the  Benevolent  l-<'und  Committee. 
Mr.  Antcliffe  was  a  past-president  of  the  National  Poor  Law  Officers' 
Association  and,  for  several  years  before  its  amalgamation  with  the 
National  Association  of  Local  Government  Officers,  he  acted  as  or- 
ganiser. He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Court  of  Governors  of  Sheffield 
University.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Burngreave  cemetery  on 
October  17. 

Humphreys. — Suddenly,  on  October  18,  Mr,  Arthur  Humphreys, 
chairman  of  Bleasdale,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  York,  aged  eighty- 
two.  Mr.  Humphreys  was  born  at  Nottingham  and,  left  an  orphan  at 
the  age  of  eight,  was  educated  at  the  Wolverhampton  Orphanage.  He 
started  his  business  life  as  junior  clerk  in  the  Nottingham  County 
Court,  Having  a  half-brother  in  business  as  a  chemist  at  Nottingham, 
he  left  the  County  Court  and  worked  with  him  for  three  years  and  then 
went  to  Lichfield  as  an  improver.  In  1878  he  secured  a  post  as  assistant 
with  Hodgkinsons,  Stead  &  Treacher,  Aldersgate  Street,  London.  In 
1882  he  joined  the  representative  staff  of  Clarke,  Bleasdale,  Bell  &  Co., 
York,  and  fourteen  years  later  became  the  managing  director  and 
secretary,  positions  he  held  until  1924.  Mr.  Humphreys  was  elected  to 
the  York  City  Council  in  1921,  but  after  his  three  years  had  expired  he 
did  not  seek  re-election.  Mr.  Humphreys  was  a  great  advocate  of 
co-partnership  and  profit-sharing,  and  contributed  several  articles  on 
the  subject  to  various  publications.  He  was  elected  to  the  general 
purposes  committee  of  the  Drug  Club  in  1919,  and  in  1925  he  became 
vice-president,  being  re-elected  in  1926.  Mr.  Humphreys  was  keenly 
interested  in  Freemasonry.  He  was  elected  Worshipful  Master  of  the 
Eboracum  Lodge  in  1899  and  was  First  Principal  of  the  Eboracum 
Chapter  a  few  years  later.  He  received  Provincial  Rank  both  in  the 
Craft  and  Chapter  in  1906.  Other  offices  Mr.  Humphreys  has  held  in- 
clude the  presidency  of  the  York  Commercial  Travellers'  Association, 
of  the  York  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  of  the  York  Chamber  of  Trade. 
He  leaves  a  widow  and  a  son,  resident  in  Australia.

Hospital),  H.  Tilsley,  H.  Greenfield,  C.  Preston.

After  his  death 
she  carried  on  the  old-established  chemist's  business,  forming  a  limited 
company  in  1928.  Mr.  James  Wellington  was  the  son  of  James  Martin 
Wellington,  one  of  the  first  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
who  came  to  Oakham  in  1828,  taking  over  the  existing  business  from 
Mrs.  Louth,  widow  of  the  previous  proprietor.

While  it  has  been  hinted  in  reliable  quarters  that  pharmacists  who 
are  engaged  in  any  capacity  other  than  that  of  practising  their 
profession  may  not  be  considered  by  the  competent  authorities  to  come 
within  the  scope  of  exemption  provided  for  pharmacists  under  the 
Schedule  of  Reserved  Occupations,  we  have  now  received  the  following 
definite  ruling  on  this  important  point  from  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  National  Service,  under  date  October  i8,  1940,  reference  number 
N.S.  57059. 

"I  am  directed  to  refer  to  your  letter  of  the  8th  October  regarding 
the  position  of  pharmacists  under  the  Schedule  of  Reserved  Occu- 
pations. In  reply,  I  am  to  say  that  a  qualified  pharmacist  is  reserved 
under  the  Schedule  only  if  he  is  actually  following  his  profession  as  a 
pharmacist,  and  qualified  members  of  the  representative  or  publicity 
staffs  of  manufacturing  chemists  would  not  be  reserved." 
While  there  may  be  some  opinion  that  may  not  entirely  agree  with 
this  decision,  it  is  unusually  definite  for  an  official  ruling  and  one  is 
bound  to  admit  it  is  backed  by  a  good  deal  of ' '  horse  ' '  sense.  The  reserva- 
tion is  provided,  as  was  intended,  for  those  members  of  the  pro- 
fession who  are  actually  engaged  in  practising  it  by  way  of  employment 
and  not  for  those  who,  although  qualified  to  practise  as  pharmacists, 
are  engaged  in  entirely  different  work. 

Winter  Business  Hours 

In  about  a  week's  time  the  Home  Secretary  is  likely  to  issue  an 
Order  specifying  the  closing  times  for  retail  business  premises  during  the 
coming  winter.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  the  maximum  hours  for 
business  will  be  much  more  restricted  than  was  the  case  last  winter. 
Last  winter  shops  were  required  to  close  not  later  than  6  p.m.,  with 
local  authorities  given  discretion  to  permit  business  up  to  a  later  hour. 
Similarly,  this  winter  local  authorities  may  be  given  such  discre- 
tionary powers.  Mr.  Herbert  Morrison  is  stated  to  have  already  taken 
the  opinions  of  some  of  the  interests  concerned  and  is  still  discussing 
the  subject  with  organised  labour  and  local  authorities.  It  is  possible 
there  may  be  some  variation  in  the  closing  hours,  according  to  the 
needs  of  particular  districts.  It  is  understood  that,  in  the  course  of 
these  representations,  it  has  been  suggested  that  most  retail  establish- 
ments should  close  not  later  than  4.30  p.m.  and  even  4  p.m. 

A  point  that  will  have  a  general  bearing  on  the  subject  is  whether 
the  Government  decides  to  continue  "summer"  time  throughout  the 
winter.  At  the  moment  the  advanced  time  is  due  to  end  on  November 
Tfi-17.  It  seems  to  us  closing  hours  that  would  be  appropriate  for  one 
district  would  impose  a  quite  unnecessary  restriction  in  others.  Ob- 
viously, London  and  many  of  the  larger  industrial  towns,  defence  areas 
and  similar  localities  will  need  to  have  earlier  closing  hours  than 
districts  that  are  practically  immune  from  enemy  attack  under  cover 
of  darkness. 


South  American  Trade  Mission 

If  the  fullest  practical  use  is  made  of  the  opportunities  that  will  be 
open  to  the  British  Trade  Mission  that  is  shortly  leaving  this  country 
to  visit  all  the  South  American  countries  it  should,  in  due  course, 
materially  assist  in  the  expansion  of  our  exports  and  inter-trade 
generally.  The  venture  is  sponsored  by  the  British  Government  and 
the  deputation  will  include  a  number  of  leading  commercial  and 
indu.strial  representatives,  including  a  member  of  a  firm  of  manufac- 
turing chemists.  The  mission  wnl  be  headed  by  Lord  Willingdon.  The 
objects  of  the  mission  will  not  be  of  the  usual  character.  It  will  not,  for 
instance,  attempt  to  negotiate  commercial  agreements  between  the 
South  American  countries  and  this  country.  Rather,  it  seems,  it  is 
intended  to  make  personal  contact  with  potential  buyers  in  these 
markets  and  to  make  recommendations  regarding  specific  industries. 
Such  up-to-date  information  is  badly  needed  for  the  guidance  of  the 
home  manufacturers  and  exporters.  Outside  any  actual  business  that 
may  be  secured  for  British  manufactures  the  importance  of  using  these 
official  visits  for  the  purpo.se  of  laying  the  foundations  of  mutual  good 
trade  after  the  war  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

The  temporary  loss  of  former  markets  in  Europe  to  which  approxi- 
mately 40  per  cent,  of  South  American  exports  were  shipped  in  normal 
times  is  bound  to  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the  economic  conditions 
in  these  countries.  The  replacement  of  these  commercial  outlets  will 
be  of  concern.  South  American  purchases  from  the  European  countriej 
now  closed  to  them  were  fairly  considerable.  Here,  it  seems,  by  taking 
the  broad  view  of  inter-trade,  our  trade  mission  has  a  fertile  field  to 
explore.  With  the  exception  of  Argentina,  most  South  American 
countries  will  not,  on  account  of  adverse  currency  exchange  balances, 
be  in  a  position  to  increase  their  purchases  of  our  goods  unless  we 
supplement  our  purchases  of  their  goods.  The  more  goods  we  purchase 
from  these  countries  the  better  able  will  they  be  to  trade  with  us 
and  meet  their  debt  services.  In  connexion  with  this  attempt  to  develop 
our  export  trade  we  have  arranged  for  the  current  issue  of  the  C.  (&■  D. 
Export  Supplement  to  be  a  South  American  Number.  The  issue  will 
contain  a  number  of  articles  printed  in  Spanish  and  French  publicising 
the  products  of  the  British  pharmaceutical  chemicals  and  allied  trades 
and  appealing  to  South  American  buyers  to  place  orders  in  Britain. 

The  Purchase  Tax  in  Operation 

Contrary  to  expectations  in  some  quarters,  the  coming  into  force  of 
the  purchase  tax  was  not  delayed  beyond  October  21,  but  this  does 
not  mean  that  all  the  problems  connected  with  its  application  are 
settled.  Among  last-minute  changes  there  is  one  of  special  importance 
to  the  drug  trade  :  cod  liver  oil,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt,  and  simple  | 
emulsions  of  cod  liver  oil  are  to  be  exempt  from  the  tax,  but  there 
has  been  no  further  pronouncement  on  "essential  costly  drugs." 

We  have  previously  called  attention  to  several  anomalies.  A  further 
one  has  been  brought  to  our  notice,  involving  the  makers  of  a  proprietary 
article  (chargeable  for  the  purposes  of  the  purchase  tax)  whose  gross 
turnover  in  such  goods  does  not  exceed  £2,000  a  year.  Such  manufac- 
turers are  not  allowed  to  register,  and  when  they  sell  the  article  to  the 
public  the  price  will  be  unchanged,  as  no  tax  is  due.  These  smaller 
manufacturers,  however,  also  market  their  product  through  druggists' 
sundriesmen,  who,  when  they  sell  to  retailers,  will  be  responsible  for 
adding  the  appropriate  amount  of  tax  to  the  price.  Thus  a  chemist 
who  buys  such  an  article  direct  from  the  makers  must  sell  at  a  lower 
price  than  if  he  purchased  it  through  the  usual  wholesale  channels.  1 
In  effect,  there  will  be  two  wholesale  and  two  retail  prices.  It  was  | 
fore.seen  that  articles  would  be  on  sale  at  two  prices  for  a  time,  but  from 
a  totally  different  cause.  This  is  one  of  the  problems  recently  dealt 
with  by  the  chairman  of  the  Central  Price  Regulation  Committee,  who 
states  it  is  the  duty,  as  well  as  the  right,  of  members  of  the  public  to 
report  to  the  local  committees  any  occasions  on  which  they  considered 
they  had  been  over-charged,  though  he  has  admitted  that  there  are 
difficulties  for  the  customer  in  this  matter,  as  the  customer  has  no 
right  to  ask  what  the  retailer  has  paid  for  his  goods.  It  is  for  the 
committee  to  demand  the  information.  He  also  said  that,  as  retail 
.stocks  of  taxable  articles  are  understood  to  be  substantial,  the  public 
should  be  able  to  obtain  goods  at  the  lower,  untaxed  price  "for  a 
considerable  time  to  come."  The  last  statement  may  be  true  of  certain 
trades  and  certain  goods,  but  such  an  announcement  in  general  terms 
may  lead  to  friction  between  retailers  and  their  customers.  Many 
traders  will  have  ordered,  some  time  last  week,  articles  such  as  pro" 
prietaries,  which,  owing  to  transport  or  other  difficulties,  may  not  have 
been  dispatched  by  October  21,  and  so  will  correctly  bear  the  purchase 
tax.  Except  for  lines  in  frequent  demand,  chemists  do  not  carry  large 
stocks  of  patents,  yet  a  customer  charged  a  higher  price  is  quite  likelys 
to  feel  aggrieved,  even  if  apparently  satisfied  with  the  explanation. 
The  sa  me  would  apply  to  a  prescription  where  one  of  Ithe  ingredien* 
had  been  subject  to  more  than  normal  demand  in  the  ast  week_^or  so,  | 
while  in  the  case  of  Insurance  prescriptions  we  think  chemists  should 
indicate  any  drug  on  which  the  tax  has  been  paid.  As  a  body,  chemists 
always  endeavour  to  co-operate  with  the  Government,  but  official 
spokesmen  do  not  always  reciprocate. 
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RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THERAPEUTICS

VIII. — Vaccines  and  Serums 

Immunity. — Immunity  against  infectious  disease  may  be  natural 
or  acquired.  The  former  is  exampled  by  the  high  resistance  of  some 
individuals  and  races  to  certain  infections,  and  by  the  insusceptibility 
of  lower  animals  to  some  human  infections.  Acquired  immunity  is 
active  or  passive.  In  active  immunity  the  defensive  mechanisms  of  the 
body  have  been  stirred  up  by  a  previous  infection,  or  artificially  by  the 
injection  or  inoculation  of  a  vaccine.  As  an  example  may  be  mentioned 
the  immunity  to  typhoid  fever  which  follows  an  attack  of  the  disease 
or  inoculation  with  the  specific  vaccine — a  homogeneous  suspension 
containing  a  known  number  of  killed  bacteria  in  sterile  saline  preserved 
with  an  antiseptic,  e.g.  0-5  per  cent,  phenol.  As  a  result  of  injecting  this 
the  individual  is  stimulated  to  produce  antibodies  (e.g.  antitoxins)  to 
combat  the  bacteria  and  their  toxic  products  (antigens).  Passive 
immunity  is  produced  by  injecting  into  the  individual  the  blood  serum 
of  an  animal  which  has  been  made  immune  to  the  disease  by  the 
repeated  injection  of  small  doses  of  bacteria  or  virus.  This  serum 
contains  ready-made  antibodies.  The  blood  serum  of  human  beings 
convalescent  from  an  infectious  disease  is  sometimes  used  in  the  treat- 
ment of  persons  in  the  acute  stage  of  the  disease.  Passive  immunity, 
which  is  of  short  duration,  is  used  in  acute  diseases,  in  which  the  patient 
cannot  make  his  own  antibodies  rapidly  enough,  and  this  type  of 
immunity  is  usually  achieved  by  serum  therapy.  Active  immunisation 
is  used  mainly  as  a  prophylactic  measure  in  healthy  persons  or  in  cases 
of  chronic  infection,  and  is  achieved  by  administering  a  vaccine.  When 
an  animal  or  human  being  is  injected  with  increasing  doses  of  toxin, 
e.g.  diphtheria  toxin,  an  antibody  known  as  an  antitoxin  is  produced 
in  the  serum  which  can  neutralise  the  toxin.  When  toxins  are  stored, 
heated,  or  treated  with  formalin,  they  lose  much  of  their  toxicity, 
although  they  still  cause  the  production  of  antitoxins  when  injected. 
Toxins  treated  in  this  way  are  called  toxoids.  They  are  used  for  active 
immunisation,  e.g.  against  diphtheria.  Certain  tissues,  for  example, 
the  skin  and  intestines,  have  a  low  resistance  to  bacterial  infection,  and 
Besredka  therefore  claims  that  if  the  weak  tissues  are  locally  immunised, 
immunity  is  conferred  on  the  whole  body.  Thus  he  found  that  by 
rubbing  attenuated  anthrax  bacilli  into  the  skin,  which  is  the  usual 
site  of  attack,  the  whole  body  is  rendered  immune  to  a  later  inoculation 
with  a  highly  virulent  strain  of  the  bacilli.  This  principle  underlies  the 
practice  of  oral  prophylactic  and  local  cutaneous  immunisation,  which 
is  discussed  subsequently. 

Vaccine  Therapy. — Vaccines  may  be  stock,  that  is  pooled  vaccine 
obtained  from  a  number  of  animals  or  individuals,  or  autogenous,  that 
is  prepared  from  the  offending  organism  or  organisms  present  in  the 
body  of  the  individual  to  be  treated.  The  advantage  of  an  autogenous 
vaccine  is  that  it  is  freshly  prepared  and  specific  for  the  individual. 
Vaccines  may  be  used  prophylactically  or  therapeutically,  and  when 
used  in  the  latter  way  the  subject  must  be  in  a  sufficiently  fair  state  of 
health  to  respond  to  the  shock  of  stimulation  without  danger.  The 
dosage  cannot  be  fixed  by  following  slavishly  the  instructions  on  the 
ampoule  or  bottle  ;  it  depends  upon  the  condition  of  the  patient,  the 
type  of  case,  and  the  judgment  of  the  physician.  As  a  guide  to  treat- 
ment it  is  better  to  start  with  small  doses  than  give  a  large  initial  one. 
The  first  effect  is  to  produce  a  phase  of  lowered  resistance  (negative 
phase),  which  is  followed  by  a  phrase  of  increased  resistance  lasting 
sometimes  for  years.  Prophylactic  vaccines  are  usually  given  in  three 
or  four  doses,  the  dosage  being  increased  according  to  the  reaction  of 
the  patient  to  the  first  dose.  It  is  a  common  practice  to  give  one  to  five 
million  organisms  in  the  first  dose. 

The  value  of  vaccine  therapy  in  the  prophylaxis  of  typhoid,  para- 
typhoid, cholera  and  plague  is  without  question.  Two  injections  are 
given  at  intervals  of  a  week  or  ten  days  in  doses  of  500  and  1,000  million 
organisms  respectively.  A  combination  of  anti-typhoid-paratyphoid 
vaccine  (T.A.B.)  and  tetanus  toxoid  is  now  available  for  the  simul- 
taneous immunisation  against  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers  and 
tetanus.  Prophylactic  oral  vaccination,  following  the  theory  of 
Besredka,  has  been  extensively  tried  in  the  treatment  of  dysentery, 
typhoid,  and  cholera  by  admini.stering  a  bile  pill,  and  another  containing 
50,000  million  dead  bacteria  on  three  successive  days.  On  the  evidence 
at  present  available  it  appears  that  the  oral  route  is  inferior  to  the 
subcutaneous.  In  the  past  few  years  oral  vaccines  have  been  used  for 
the  prevention  of  colds,  but  Fleming  and  others  have  found  that  after 
the  injection  of  these  vaccines  antibodies  cannot  be  found  in  the  serum 
of  the  individual  treated,  a  finding  which  certainly  casts  doubt  on  the 
wisdom  of  their  use.  Recent  work  on  the  common  cold  has  not  satis- 
factorily proved  that  it  is  the  result  of  a  virus  infection  ;  in  fact  bacterio- 
logical investigations  have  shown  that  many  colds  are  bacterial  in 
origin  or  that  there  is  superadded  bacterial  infection.  No  virus  vaccine 
is  yet  available,  but  a  polyvalent  vaccine  prepared  from  at  least  half  a 
dozen  organisms  commonly  found  in  the  nose  and  throat  of  infected 
persons  is  obtainable.  Several  injections  are  given  at  weekly  intervals 


beginning  in  September  and  again  in  January.  Provided  there  is  no 
local  sepsis  a  prevention  rate  of  50  to  74  per  cent,  is  claimed,  although 
a  recent  American  publication  states  that  comparable  results — a 
prevention  rate  of  60  per  cent. — were  obtained  by  injecting  a  placebo. 
It  would  appear  that  the  value  of  cold  vaccines  is  best  estimated  by 
personal  trial.  Another  preparation  which  is  stated  to  be  effective  in  the 
prophylaxis  and  treatment  of  the  common  cold  consists  of  a  sulpho- 
guaiacolic  precipitate  of  the  blood  plasma  and  corpuscles  of  an  animal 
immunised  against  the  organisms  found  in  the  nose  and  throat  of  cold 
sufferers.  Recent  work  at  the  Medical  Research  Council  laboratories 
has  revealed  that  the  primary  infective  agent  in  epidemic  influenza  is 
a  virus.  It  would  seem  that  mild  influenza,  such  as  has  occurred  in 
recent  epidemics,  is  a  pure  virus  infection,  whereas  the  deadly  epidemic, 
for  example  that  of  191 8-19,  is  due  to  a  combination  of  a  virus  and  a 
bacillus,  especially  B.  influenzcs  (Pfeiffer).  Nevertheless  it  has  been 
found  in  practice  and  from  experiments  on  swine  influenza  that  inocula- 
tion with  a  bacterial  vaccine  does  give  some  measure  of  protection 
against  the  disease. 

Much  work  has  been  done  recently  on  pertussis  (whooping  cough) 
vaccination,  and  the  evidence  goes  to  show  that  it  is  of  distinct  prophy- 
lactic value.  For  therapeutic  purposes  vaccines  also  have  a  place  in  the 
treatment  of  rheumatoid  arthritis,  infective  skin  conditions  (furunculosis, 
acne,  sycosis),  sinusitis,  asthma,  infections  of  the  genito-urinary  tract, 
ulcerative  colitis,  and  other  diseases  due  to  chronic  focal  infection. 
Non-specific  vaccines  are  often  used  for  the  protein  shock  treatment  of 
a  number  of  conditions,  e.g.  typhoid  vaccine  in  chronic  rheumatoid 
arthritis  and  disseminated  sclerosis.  Tuberculin,  which  is  a  concen- 
trated filtrate  of  a  culture  of  the  tubercle  bacillus,  has  a  definite  place 
in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  Initial  doses  are  very  small  and  are 
increased  gradually.  Immunising  vaccine  filtrates  of  staphylococci, 
streptococci  and  B.  pyocyaneus  are  also  used  locally  for  skin  infections, 
and  other  vaccine  filtrates  for  infections  of  mucous  membranes.  For 
skin  infections  the  vaccine  filtrate  is  incorporated  in  an  ointment. 

Vaccines  and  Chemotherapy. — The  latest  development  in  connexion 
with  vaccine  and  serum  therapy  is  its  association  with  treatment  by  the 
sulphanilamides.  Thus  the  combined  effect  of  sulphapyridine  and 
pneumococcal  vaccine  or  anti-pneumococcal  serum  is  more  effective 
than  either  preparation  alone.  Similarly  the  combination  of  sulphanil- 
amide  or  sulphapyridine  and  scarlatinal  antitoxin  gives  the  best  results 
in  the  treatment  of  scarlet  fever. 

Serum  Therapy. — Serum  therapy  is  used  for  passive  immunisation  ; 
it  is  designed  to  overcome  a  crisis  and  only  confers  immunity  for  a  few 
weeks.  It  is  therefore  only  used  in  acute  infections  due  to  a  bacterial 
toxin  to  tide  the  patient  over.  Prophylactically  it  has  a  limited  although 
valuable  place,  as  in  the  prevention  of  tetanus,  diphtheria  and  gas 
gangrene.  Normal  human  serum,  or  horse  serum,  can  be  used  for  the 
prevention  and  treatment  of  heemorrhage  of  all  types  since  it  increases 
the  coagulability  of  blood.  Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  carried  out 
gratis  by  a  number  of  municipal  authorities.  It  is  used  from  the  age  of 
nine  months  upwards  by  the  injection  of  three  doses  of  diphtheria 
toxoid  or  two  of  alum-precipitated  toxoid.  For  a  declared  or  suspected 
case  of  diphtheria,  5,000  or  30,000  units  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  is  given 
within  the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  onset.  Opinion  is  divided  on  the 
value  of  the  prophylaxis  of  scarlet  fever  with  scarlatinal  antitoxin, 
owing  to  the  fear  of  reactions  and  the  number  of  injections  necessary. 
In  an  actual  attack  the  antitoxin  should  always  be  given  in  doses  of 
5,000  to  6,000  units,  preferably  with  a  course  of  one  of  the  sulphanil- 
amides. Antitoxins  and  sera  are  now  available  for  the  treatment  of 
staphylococcal  and  streptococcal  infections,  dysentery,  tetanus, 
pneumonia,  erysipelas,  meningococcal  infections  (e.g.  meningitis)  and 
peritonitis.  Human  serum  from  convalescent  cases  of  measles,  influenza, 
and  infantile  paralysis  are  valuable  for  the  early  treatment  of  these 
diseases,  but  are  difficult  to  obtain.  Pooled  human  serum  from  healthy 
persons  aged  fifteen  to  twenty-five  has  also  been  used  to  lesson  the 
severity  of  measles,  and  for  the  prophylaxis  of  whooping  cough,  mumps, 
chickenpox  and  shingles.  Immune  globulin  prepared  from  placental 
extract,  when  injected  intramuscularly,  modifies  the  severity  of  measles 
and  reduces  the  incidence  of  complications. 

Recently  attention  has  been  paid  to  staphylococcus  toxins.  The 
toxoids  that  have  been  prepared  from  them  are  extensively  used  in  the 
treatment  of  boils  and  staphylococcal  infections,  e.g.  carbuncles, 
sinusitis,  and  barber's  rash.  Staphylococcus  toxoid  is  used  as  such,  or 
as  a  toxoid-antitoxin  mixture,  or  as  a  combination  of  vaccine  and 
toxoid. 

Bacteriophages. — Many  bacteria  produce  a  certain  transmissible 
and  filter-passing  substance,  which  has  the  property  of  bringing  about 
the  destruction  and  lysis  of  bacteria  themselves.  This  substance,  known 
as  bacteriophage,  can  be  separated  and  propagated  in  cultures.  Bac- 
teriophages, which  are  administered  orally,  have  been  used  mostly  in 
the  treatment  of  intestinal  infections  such  as  dysentery,  plague  and 
cholera. 
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At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  British  Chemical  Manu- 
facturers, held  in  London  on  October  lo,  the  chairman  (Mr.  R.  Dun- 
calfe)  moved  adoption  of  the  annual  report  (see  below)  for  the  year 
ended  May  31,  1940.  He  said  that  the  vital  part  the  chemical  industry 
must  play  in  the  war  effort  of  the  nation  was  recognised  on  all  sides, 
and  in  particular  by  the  Government.  The  report  gave  only  a  brief 
summary  of  the  Association's  work  within  that  field  ;  indeed,  it  would 
be  impossible  to  include  within  the  scope  of  any  report  all  the  manifold 
activities  of  the  chemical  industry  under  war  conditions.    Suffice  it 
to  say  that  the  industry  had  found  it  possible  adequately  to  meet 
essential  national  requirements  as  they  had  developed  up  to  the  present 
time.   The  industry  had  recently  had  to  suffer  the  full  rigour  of  the 
enemy's  air  attack.    Bombs  had  fallen  on  members'  factories  and 
personnel,  but  the  work  of  essential  production  was  going  forward 
and  workers  were  still  undismayed.   He  was  sure  those  present  would 
wish  to  send  a  special  message  of  sympathy  from  that  annual  meeting 
to  such  of  their  members  as  had  suffered  injury  to  personnel  or  under- 
takings. The  former  losses  were  the  harder  to  bear,  because  material 
losses  could  be  replaced ;    where  necessary  they  had  the  requisite 
determination  to  rebuild.  Six  months  ago,  at  the  request  of  the  Minister 
of  Supply  and  of  Lord  Weir  (Director-General  of  Explosives  and  Chem- 
ical Supplies),  the  Council  had  had  to  face  the  heavy  responsibility  of 
deciding  at  almost  a  moment's  notice  on  the  release  of  the  general 
manager  (Mr.  J.  D.  Pratt)  to  fill  the  important  post  of  Deputy  Director- 
General  of  Explosives  and  Chemical  Supplies.   It  was  made  perfectly 
clear  at  the  time  that  this  request  did  not  constitute  any  reflection  on 
the  important  work  of  the  Association  in  organising  the  chemical 
industry,  but  that  Mr.  Pratt  was  considered  to  be  the  one  man  particu- 
larly suited  by  training  and  temperament  to  fill  the  position  to  which 
he  was  appointed.  In  making  this  sacrifice,  they  could  take  legitimate 
pride  in  the  fact  that  they  were  able  to  provide  the  man  considered 
most  suitable  for  the  post  and  to  second  him  for  Government  service 
in  an  unpaid  capacity.    They  wished  their  general  manager  health 
and  strength  to  discharge  his  important  duties  with  satisfaction  to 
himself  and  with  benefit  to  his  country.  They  were  particularly  happy 
to  have  him  with  them  that  day,  and  he  would  ask  him  to  say  a  word 
at  a  later  stage  in  the  proceedings.    The  exigencies  of  war  and  the 
special  legislation  which  followed  it,  including  a  spate  of  Government 
Regulations  and  Orders  affecting  the  industry  to  a  vital  degree,  had 
required  the  closest  attention,  and  these,  coupled  with  the  expansion 
of  the  Civil  Service,  constantly  changing  officials,  and  new  men  in  new 
jobs,  had  together  presented  a  host  of  problems  with  which  they  had 
grappled  in  the  interests  of  members.  In  the  Weekly  Bulletin  they  had 
endeavoured  to  provide  a  useful  channel  of  information,  and  this  new 
departure  which,  so  far  as  his  knowledge  went,  was  in  its  scope  unique 
in  trade  organisations  had,  he  believed,  been  appreciated  in  the  wide 
circle  of  membership.  Another  feature  of  the  year  had  been  the  extent 
to  which  questions  relating  to  man-power,  quite  apart  from  wages  and 
conditions  of  service  which  they  had  always  regarded  as  the  functions 
of  employers'  organisations  and  which  they  had  never  touched,  had 
occupied  their  attention.   He  referred  to  such  matters  as  the  Schedule 
of  Reserved  Occupations,  deferment  of  calling-up  notices,  migration  of 
labour,  etc.  They  had  recently  thought  it  desirable  to  appoint  a  joint 
committee  in  collaboration  with  employers'  organisations  in  the  industry 
to  consider  such  matters  and  to  provide  for  the  necessary  co-operation. 

The  chemical  industry  had,  during  the  year,  played  its  full  part  in 
,the  export  drive.  A  number  of  Export  Groups  had  been  formed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Export  Council  and  these  were  now  functioning 
fully.  While  these  Export  Groups  were  self-supporting  and  autonomous 
and  open  to  non-members  of  the  Association,  it  had  been  found  con- 
venient to  service  them,  in  many  cases,  from  166  Piccadilly,  with  the 
aid  of  their  trained  and  informed  staff.  He  believed  that  this  had 
proved  to  be  of  considerable  benefit  to  the  Export  Groups  themselves 
and  to  their  own  members,  who  comprise  so  large  a  portion  of  the 
membership.  Recent  contact  had  served  to  confirm  and  strengthen 
his  previous  opinion  as  to  the  soundness  of  the  Association's  organisa- 
tion, but  the  various  developments  mentioned  in  the  annual  report 
and  those  to  which  he  had  referred  had  cast  a  heavy  burden  on  their 
staff,  often  working  under  conditions  of  considerable  difficulty,  and 
that  burden  had  been  increased  by  the  Association's  action  in  seconding 
the  general  manager  to  the  Government.  He  paid  special  tribute  to 
the  devotion  and  ability  in  which  they  had  taken  the  strain.  Mr. 
Drake  and  Mr.  Holden  had  been  twin  towers  of  strength,  but  his 
remarks  applied  to  all  other  members  of  the  staff  as  well. 

Annual  Report. — This,  the  twenty-fourth  annual  report  of  the 
Association,  covers  nominally  the  year  ended  May  31,  1940,  but  events 
in  June  and  July  are  included  where  necessary  to  complete  the  history 
of  a  particular  subject.  The  report  is  confined  to  items  considered 
necessary  as  a  record  of  events.  The  following  are  among  points  dealt 
with.  Ten  firms  joined  the  Association  during  the  year :  one  firm  was 
absorbed  and  three  subsidiaries  liquidated.  The  membership  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  142.  The  number  of  affiliated  associations  increased 
to  fifteen  by  the  accession  of  the  British  Colour  Makers'  Association. 


In  response  to  an  urgent  request  from  the  Minister  of  Supply,  the 
Council  released  the  general  manager  in  May  1940  for  special  work  of 
national  importance  as  Deputy  Director-General  of  Explosives  and 
Chemical  Supplies.  The  Association  made  it  possible  for  him  to  give 
his  services  in  an  unpaid  capacity.  To  meet  the  new  conditions,  Messrs. 
R.  M.  Drake  and  A.  J.  Holden  were  appointed  joint  assistant  secretaries 
and  assistant  managers,  while  the  chairman  (Mr.  R.  Duncalfe)  has 
attended  at  the  office  almost  every  day  for  consultation  on  matters 
of  policy.  Mr.  Pratt  has  also  attended  when  his  other  duties  permitted. 
The  staff  had  been  augmented  to  cope  with  the  heavy  volume  of  extra 
work  arising  out  of  the  war.  In  view  of  the  necessity  for  close  contact 
with  numerous  Government  departments,  the  Council  decided  to  retain 
the  office  of  the  A.ssociation  in  London  until  circumstances  required 
otherwise.  Because  of  emergency  work  the  1939  edition  of  the  Associa- 
tion's main  Directory,  due  in  January  1939,  could  not  be  issued  until 
September,  but  it  is  hoped  to  revert  to  the  normal  sequence  again  by 
an  issue  early  in  1941.  A  revision  of  the  Directory  of  British  Fine 
Chemicals  was  undertaken  at  the  special  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Supply,  and  the  new  edition  was  issued  in  April  1940.  When  the  war 
broke  out  work  was  just  starting  on  a  preliminary  survey  as  the  basis 
for  publicity  activities.  The  intensive  campaign  had  to  be  abandoned, 
but  advantage  has  been  taken  of  various  opportunities  of  drawing 
attention  to  the  important  part  played  by  the  chemical  industry  in  the 
war  effort.  Immediately  on  the  outbreak  of  war  the  services  of  the 
Association  were  offered  to  the  main  Government  departments  con- 
cerned with  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  The  development  of  events, 
and  especially  the  arrangements  for  the  control  of  industry,  were  quite 
different  from  what  the  Association  had  expected  when  undertaking 
the  investigations  of  production,  stocks,  etc.,  referred  to  in  the  last 
annual  report.  The  main  work  of  the  Association  in  the  first  months 
of  the  war  consisted  in  keeping  members  informed  of,  and  helping  them 
to  adjust  themselves  to,  the  deluge  of  regulations  and  restrictions, 
especially  in  regard  to  import  and  export  licences,  control  schemes  and 
war  risks  insurance.  The  expansion  of  various  Government  departments 
into  unfamiliar  fields  gave  the  Association  an  opportunity  of  providing 
assistance  on  innumerable  technical  points.  This  help  was  readily 
accepted  and  soon  grew  into  an  important  part  of  the  Association's  work. 

Export  Groups.  In  conformity  with  the  wish  of  the  Export 
Council,  a  Fine  Chemical  and  a  Pharmaceutical  Export  Groups 
were  initiated  by  the  Association.  Three  affiliated  Associations  com- 
bined together  to  form  a  Pest  Control  Chemicals  Export  Group,  and 
another  affiliated  Association  formed  a  Pigment  Colour  Makers'  Export 
Group.  Although  independent  of  the  Association,  all  Groups  work  in 
the  closest  co-operation  with  the  Association,  and  operate  from  the 
same  address,  where  the  office  accommodation  and  staff  have  had  to 
be  enlarged  to  cope  with  the  work.  A  Chemical  Plant  Export  Group 
was  inaugurated,  but  later  joined  a  larger  plant  and  machinery  export 
group  as  a  sub-group.  A  Dyestuffs  Export  Group  operates  from 
Manchester  with  the  same  secretary  as  Group  D  of  the  Association, 
although  independently  of  the  group.  A  Heavy  Chemical  Export 
Group  is  also  operating  in  liaison  with  the  Association.  Activities  in 
connexion  with  the  Fine  Chemical  Group  have  been  specially  numerous 
and  extensive  during  the  year.  Key  Industry  Duties  came  under  the 
virtually  unilateral  control  of  the  Board  of  Trade  by  the  emergency 
legislation.  In  practice,  however,  the  Board  has  broadly  maintained 
the  old  principles.  At  the  instance  of  the  Association,  the  Board  agreed 
to  shorter  periods  of  extension  of  the  temporary  exemptions  of  K.I.D. 
chemicals  from  the  duty.  Thus  the  maximum  benefit  of  the  duty 
operates  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  exempted  item  comes  into 
production  here.  The  significance  of  the  Key  Industry  Duties  has  been 
largely  diminished  by  the  listing  of  the  majority  of  important  imported 
K.I.D.  chemicals  as  requiring  individual  licences.  The  list  was  prepared 
by  the  Association  at  short  notice  and  accepted  without  significant 
alteration  by  the  Departments  concerned.  Early  in  the  year  an  inquiry 
was  made  into  the  prospects  for  British  manufacturer  of  chemicals 
not  being  made  in  this  country  or  made  in  inadequate  quantity.  The 
Advisory  Research  Council  of  the  Chemical  Society  undertook  to 
investigate  how  far  research  laboratories  could  be  put  on  to  evolving 
practical  processes  for  the  manufacture  of  specially  involved  products 
or,  where  appropriate,  making  the  products  themselves  where  the 
demand  was  relatively  small. 

The  activities  of  interest  to  the  Medicinal  Chemicals  Sub-group  have 
been  of  great  importance.  In  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
the  Association  planned  comprehensively  for  meeting  the  war  require- 
ments of  galenicals.  In  co-operation  with  that  Ministry  and  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  extensive  work  had  been  going  on  before  the  war  and 
was  accelerated  as  soon  as  the  war  started,  to  provide  home  sources  of 
supply  of  the  really  important  foreign  pharmaceutical  specialities. 
These  had,  pre-war,  been  wholly  imported  because  of  patent,  etc., 
restrictions  on  production  in  the  United  Kingdom.  While  emergency 
patent  and  trade-mark  legislation  was  quickly  introduced,  its  active 
operation  was  necessarily  slower.  The  Association's  booklet  "Phar- 
maceutical Specialities  and  their  British  Equivalents  and  Alternatives" 
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jii  has  been  enthusiastically  received  by  the  medical  profession  and  by 
II  pharmacists.  It  was  given  a  wide  circulation  at  home  and  as  wide  a 
circulation  as  was  possible  abroad.  The  Association  has  been  able  to 
help  considerably  in  the  direction  of  policy  in  connexion  with  import 
and  export  restrictions  on  medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  products. 
On  the  export  side,  the  Association  is  represented  on  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Committee  of  the  Export  Licensing  Department. 

The  Association  secured  exemption  from  the  purchase    tax  of 
products  such  as  disinfectants,  insecticides,  sheep  dips  and  costly 
,,     synthetic  drugs.   These  exemptions  were  continued  in  the  graded  tax 
I    scheme  which  replaced  the  original  scheme.

I  RECENT  RESEARCH 

i  Crude  Papain. — The  preparation  and  properties  of  crude  papain 

I    are  discussed  by  Balls  and  Thompson  in  an  article  in  ' '  Industrial  and 
||    Engineering  Chemistry"  (August,  1940,  p.  1144).   The  authors  give 
•'I    a  detailed  account  of  the  recovery  of  the  latex  from  Carica  papaya 
fruits  as  they  hang  on  the  trees,  and  also  of  the  juices  from  the  leaves, 
sticks,  flower  stems  and  bark  of  the  plant.    No  juice  was  obtainable 
from  the  roots.  The  enzyme,  it  was  found,  could  be  removed  from  the 
acidified  and  filtered  juice  by  precipitation.  Alcoholic  precipitation  was 
,1      carried  out  at  room  temperature  by  addition  of  five  volumes  of  92  per 
ji;    cent,  alcohol.   The  precipitate  was  pressed  between  filter  paper  and 
'    dried  in  a  vacuum  at  48°  C.   Precipitation  by  this  strength  of  alcohol 
i  j    was  complete.    Precipitation  with  ammonium  sulphate  was  accom- 
plished by  the  addition  of  two  volumes  of  saturated  ammonium  sulphate 
solution  to  the  juice.   The  precipitate  was  allowed  to  stand  overnight 
and  filtered.  The  material,  after  drying  in  a  vacuum,  contained  about 
50  per  cent,  of  ammonium  sulphate.   Precipitation  was  not  complete 
1''    at  the  salt  concentration  used.  The  ammonium  sulphate  precipitates 
showed  higher  activity  with  a  smaller  yield.    Further  purification  of 
the  juice  before  attempting  to  remove  the  enzyme  from  it  seemed 
I     desirable,  but  was  not  worked  out  in  detail.  Dialysis  against  water  did 
''\\    not  impair  the  enzyme  strength,  but  subsequent  evaporation  of  the 
:|     dialysed  material  did.  Removal  of  the  alkaloid  carpine  seems  necessary 
before  the  preparations  can  be  used  for  food  purposes. 

Bactericidal  Properties  of  Antiseptics. — Degering  and  his  collaborators 
|l  i    have  recently  extended  their  earlier  studies  on  the  effect  of  pw.  on  the 
;|'    bactericidal  properties  of  commercial  antiseptics,  and  they  report  their 
\\     findings  in  an  article  in  "Industrial  and  Engineering  Chemistry"  (July, 
;|     1940,  p.  996).  The  apparatus  used  in  adjusting  the  solutions  tested  to  a 
ji    definite  pn  consisted  of   a  membrane-type  glass  electrode  with  a 
saturated  calomel  electrode.  The  glass  electrode  was  checked  against 
buffer  solutions  of  known  hydrogen-ion  content  before  and  after  each 
period  of  use.  The  commercial  products  were  tested  as  supplied  and  at 
;     pv.  values  of  3-0  to  8-o  in  solutions  of  different  strengths.  80  c.c.  of  each 
j!    solution  was  placed  in  a  Berzelius  beaker  into  which  the  electrodes 
'    were  inserted.  The  pu  of  the  solutions  was  then  adjusted  to  the  desired 
'    point  by  adding  N/io  sodium  hydroxide  or  N/io  hydrochloric  acid. 

After  satisfactory  adjustment,  the  solution  was  transferred  to  a 
I    loo-c.c.  volumetric  flask  and  the  rinsings  from  the  beaker,  electrodes 
;i  j   and  stirrer  added  to  the  flask,  which  was  then  filled  to  the  mark  with 
I    water  of  the  appropriate  pn — adjusted  with  dilute  sodium  hydroxide 
1;    or  hydrochloric  acid.    The  solutions  were  then  shaken   and  the  pn 
re-checked.  The  technique  used  for  the  bactericidal  tests  was  essentially 
that  described  by  the  LInited  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Eschericia  coli  and  Staphylococcus  aureus  being  used  as  the  test  organ- 
ji    isms.  A  consideration  of  the  data  compiled  from  the  experiments  reveals 
li    a  general  trend  toward  a  definite  increase  in  bactericidal  effectiveness 
j:   with  increase  in  the  hydrogen-ion  concentration   of    the  medium. 
I    The  results  are  in  direct  accord  with  the  data  obtained  from  similar 
I    studies  of  the  phenylalkonoic  acids  and  of  other  commercial  antiseptics, 
■i    and  they  indicate  that  the  hydrogen-ion  effect  may  be  independent  of 
'i    the  molecular  structure  of  the  compounds.  In  the  investigations,  mer- 
I    cury  derivatives,  phenolic  compounds,  dyes,  hydrogen  compounds  and 
!':    inorganic  oxidising  agents  have  been  shown  to  exhibit  similar  increases 
in  bactericidal  action  with  increased  acidity. 


COMMERCIAL  NOTES 

Foreign  Trade  in  Jugo-Slavia. — A  Decree  is  reported  issued  in  Jugo-Slavia 
under  which  iiii|inrt^  ,ind  exports  of  all  goods  will  be  subject  to  the  control  of 
a  I3oard  of  Foreign  t  rade. 

Embargo  on  Exports  from  Palestine. — A  Palestine  Government  Licensing 
of  Exports  (Amendment)  Order  (No.  2),  1940,  dated  June  22,  prohibits  the 
exportation  of  all  goods  from  Palestine  except  under  licence. 

Peruvian  Import  Trade. — The  value  of  chemical,  pharmaceuticnl  and 
biological  products  imported  into  Peru  during  1939  amounted  to  20,400,190 
soles.  The  United  Kingdom  supplied  goods  to  the  value  of  r, 597, 375  soles. 

Fertiliser  Import  Quota,  Eire. — The  Government  of  Eire  has  fixed  the 
quota  of  certain  superpbospnates,  ground  mineral  phosphates  and  compound 
manures  that  may  be  imported  into  the  country  within  the  period  Novem- 
ber I,  1940,  to  October  31,  1941,  at  18,000  tons. 

Import  Restrictions  in  Cyprus. — The  Importation  of  Goods  (Restriction) 
Order,  1940,  dated  June  24,  prohibits  the  importation  into  Cyprus  of  goods  of 
any  description  except  under  the  authority  of  a  licence  granted  by  the  Registrar 
of  Co-operative  Societies. 

United  States  Medicinal  Products  Exports. — Exports  of  medicinal  products 
from  the  United  States  during  the  first  half  of  1940  were  valued  at  814,726,000, 
compared  with  .S9, 809, 000  in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 
Shipments  of  non-proprietary  articles  advanced  from  83,065,000  to  86,573,000 
during  these  periods. 

Swiss  Citric  Acid  Imports. — Imports  of  citric  acid  into  Switzerland  during 
1939  amounted  to  561,798  kilos,  valued  at  1,148,389  Swiss  francs,  against 
304,805  kilos,  valued  at  50,602  Swiss  francs  in  the  previous  year.  The  principal 
sources  of  supply  during  1939  were  Italy,  Czechoslovakia,  France  and  Great 
Britain,  and  during  1938  Italy,  Czechoslovakia,  Great  Britain  and  Germany. 

Turkish  Foreign  Trade. — Included  among  the  imports  into  Turkey  during 
the  first  six  months  of  the  present  year  were  chemical  products  (medical) 
valued  at  £T29,ooo;  medical  preparations,  serums,  etc.,  valued  at  £T683,ooo; 
and  chemical  industrial  products  valued  at  /TSg.ooo.  The  export  figures  in- 
clude beeswax  valued  at  £T354,ooo;  olive  oil  valued  at  £T3, 440,000 ;  and 
opium  valued  at  £T2,o63,ooo. 

Burma  Export  Restrictions. — Notification  No.  100  issued  in  the  Depart" 
ment  of  Commerce  and  Industry  in  July  provides  for  extension  of  the  export 
restrictions  to  among  other  items,  acetone,  acetic  acid,  formic  acid,  methyl 
alcohol,  aluminium  oxide,  aniline  and  alkylated  aniline,  calcium  acetate 
(acetate  of  lime),  chlorinated  hydrocarbons  (including  carbon  tetrachloride), 
glycerin,  lead  acetate,  photographic  chemicals  (all  sorts),  sodium  hydrosulphite, 
sodium  nitrite,  and  tohiol  (toluene). 

Exports  to  Bulgaria,  Greece,  Jugo-Slavia  and  Turkey. — By  virtue  of  the 
Export  of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  16)  Order,  1940,  dated  June  13,  all  goods  for 
exportation  to,  inter  alia,  Bulgaria,  Greece  and  Jugo-Slavia  were  made  subject 
to  export  licence ;  by  an  Order  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  same  date, 
existing  licences  were  revoked.  The  Board  of  Trade  is  prepared  to  consider 
applications  for  licences  to  export  goods  to  these  countries,  though  exportation 
facilities  are  limited.  Inquiries  should  be  made  to  The  Shipping  Department, 
The  United  Kmgdom  Commercial  Corporation,  Ltd.,  Plantation  House, 
Fenchurch  Street,  London,  E.C.3.

Payments  Arrangements  writh  Uruguay. — The  Treasury  announces  that 
the  Regulation  of  Payments  (General  Exemptions)  (Amendment)  (No.  3) 
Order,  1940,  and  the  Regulation  of  Payments  (Uruguay)  Order,  1940  (S.R.  & 
O.,  1940,  Nos.  1635  and  1636,  price  id.  each),  came  into  force  on  September  16. 
The  Orders  give  effect  to  arrangements  for  regulating  payments  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Uruguay.  Henceforward  payments  to  persons  resident 
in  Uruguay  from  persons  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom  may  only  be  made 
in  sterling  to  a  Uruguayan  special  account  with  a  United  Kingdom  bank 
registered  as  such  by  the  Bank  of  England,  except  that  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  foi"  the  payment  of  certain  limited  types  of  income  into 
Uruguayan  sterling-area  accounts.  All  exports  from  the  United  Kingdom  to 
Uruguay  must  be  paid  for  in  sterling  from  a  Uruguayan  special  account.

General  trade  continues  on  moderate  lines,  but  is  as  good  as  can  be  expected 
under  prevailing  conditions.  A  fair  demand  is  being  experienced  in  some 
products  from  the  home  consuming  trade,  and  values  are  keeping  steady. 
Conditions  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  markets  continue  steady,  and 
the  demand  is  mostly  from  the  home  trade  and  in  restricted  quantities. 
Supplies  of  Benzalde'hyde  and  Benzoic  acid  continue  limited,  and  makers' 
quotations  are  nominal.  Makers'  prices  for  Citric  acid  and  Cream  of  tartar 
are  also  nominal  and  unchanged.  Quotations  for  Quinine  are  at  the  levels 
recorded  for  some  time  past.  There  is  no  change  in  the  Convention  price  for 
Saccharin.  A  fair  business  is  reported  in  Sulphanilamide,  and  values  are 
firm.  Tartaric  acid  is  nominal  and  unchanged.  British  makers  notify  an 
increase  in  the  price  of  Vanillin. 

Crude  Drugs 

Dealers  report  a  fair  trade  in  some  products  for  the  home  market,  though 
the  general  demand  for  crude  drugs  is  quiet.  Prices  of  most  commodities 
remain  fully  steady.  There  is  a  distinct  lack  of  some  imported  commodities, 
e.g.  Belladonna,  Colchicum,  Damiana  leaves.  Dandelion  root.  Henbane, 
Valerian,  etc.,  but  in  some  cases  supplies  of  English-grown  drugs  are  avail- 
able. A  strong  demand  continues  for  Agar,  and  stocks  are  becoming  low. 
Curasao  Aloes  is  firm  and  selling  well  on  spot ;  Cape  is  quiet.  A  fair  amount 
of  business  is  being  done  in  Benzoin.  Buchu  is  quiet,  no  shipment  business 
being  reported.  Camphor  is  steady  and  selling  fairly  well.  Cardamoms  are 
dull.  A  fair  business  is  reported  in  Cascara  sagrada,  with  spot  tending 
dearer.  Ginger  is  quoted  at  the  advanced  levels  recorded  last  week.  Sudan 
Gum  acacia  is  quiet.  Spot  business  in  Hydrastis  is  slow.  Minas  Ipecacuanha 
is  reported  firmer  for  shipment.  Chinese  Menthol  has  sold  rather  well  on 
spot;  shipment  is  difficult  on  account  of  lack  of  freight.  Business  in  Nutmegs 
has  lieen  of  small  dimensions,  but  values  are  steady.  Peppers  are  firm,  all 
varieties  being  quoted  slightly  dearer.  Fair  business  has  been  done  in  Rhubarb, 
and  the  rough-round  variety  has  been  specially  in  demand.  Rubber  closed 
rather  easier,  with  only  small  business  passing.  Senega  continues  firm  on 
spot.  Values  of  all  descriptions  of  Senna  are  unchanged.  Not  much  inquiry 
is  reported  for  Tragacanth,  but  values  of  all  grades  of  gum  are  steady. 
Waxes  are  in  poor  inquiry. 

Essential  Oils 

Business  in  these  products  continues  limited.  Almond  is  steady,  with 
business  quiet.  Spot  values  of  Anise  are  firm ;  there  are  no  shipment  offers 
from  origin.  A  fair  amount  of  small  business  is  reported  in  Avocado  pear  at 
full  prices.  Bay  remains  quiet  and  steady  as  quoted.  Bergamot  continues 
nominal  on  spot.  Cassia  is  in  limited  demand,  but  spot  values  are  firm. 
Business  in  Citronella  is  reported  to  be  quiet.  A  moderate  inquiry  has  been 
received  for  small  spot  lots  of  Clove.  Spot  quotations  for  both  Bourbon  and 
Algerian  Geranium  are  firm.  No  quotations  are  available  for  Sicilian  Lemon  ; 
British-made  artificial  substitutes  are  available.  The  spot  value  of  Rhodesian 
Orange  has  been  advanced.  Palmarosa  is  steady,  with  values  about  level  on 
the  week.  Japanese  Peppermint  is  reported  scarce.  Wormseed  is  steady.

Detection  of  Dextrin  in  Glue. — /.  L.  M.  (23/9). — When  a  glue 
contains  dextrin  as  an  adulterant  the  addition  may  often  be  detected 
by  microscopical  examination  providing  the  sample  has  not  been 
heated  too  long  and  the  dextrinisation  of  the  starch  has  not  been  carried 
too  far.  The  iodine  test  may  or  may  not  give  an  indication  of  the 
presence  of  dextrin,  depending  on  the  amount  of  conversion  and  the 
colour  of  the  glue,  which  may  mask  the  reaction  if  too  dark.  The 
following  method  overcomes  these  difficulties  and  allows  of  the  deter- 
mination of  the  amount  of  dextrin  added  : — 

0-6  gm.  of  glue  is  soaked  in  10  c.c.  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  (5  parts  of 
concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  to  100  parts)  and  the  mixture  hydrolysed  by 
heating  at  60°  C.  After  hydrolysis  the  solution  is  made  up  to  50  c.c,  neutral- 
ised, and  the  dextrose  estimated  with  Benedict's  solution.  The  figure  obtained 
for  the  amount  of  dextrose,  multiplied  by  0-9,  gives  the  amount  of  dextrin 
present.

Vitamin  Preparations  and  the  Purchase  Tax 

Sir, — I  recall  that  the  Government  advised  the  British  public  some 
weeks  ago  to  help  the  cause  of  national  health  and  fitness  by  taking 
regularly  throughout  the  autumn  and  winter  some  sort  of  standardised 
preparation  of  vitamins  A  and  D,  such  as  cod  liver  oil  or  one  of  the  many 
concentrated  preparations.  Is  it  not,  therefore,  reasonable  in  the 
interests  of  public  health  that  such  articles  should  be  exempt  from  the 
purchase  tax  ?  It  will  be  noticed  that  disinfectants  for  sinks,  drains, 
etc.,  are  e.xempt,  apparently  on  the  grounds  that  they  assist  in  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  infection.  Surely  the  attention  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  should  be  called  to  this  matter,  pointing  out  that  these 
necessary  vitamin-containing  preparations  (including  the  many  stan- 
dardised proprietary  preparations)  should  be  available  to  the  public 
at  the  lowest  possible  prices,  and  certainly  free  of  any  purchase  tax. 
I  hope  it  is  not  yet  too  late  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  and  medical  organisations  to  take  up  this 
matter.

Scottish  Insurance  Dispensing  Terms 

Sir, — Throughout  the  negotiations  for  better  Insurance  dispensing 
terms  in  Scotland  a  great  deal  of  mud  has  been  thrown  at  the  Standin; 
Committee,  but  the  Department  of  Health  cannot  escape  censure  in 
the  matter.  They  know  that  dissatisfaction  regarding  N.H.I,  terms 
exists,  yet  every  effort  the  chemists'  representatives  have  made  to 
secure  an  improvement  seems  to  have  been  met  with  either  promises, 
evasiveness  or  criticism.  The  Department  of  Health  appears  to  forget 
that  these  methods  do  not  alter  the  facts  of  a  balance  sheet  nor  remove 
the  cause  of  discontent.  So  far  as  I  can  see  the  Department  has  not, 
made  the  slightest  effort  to  bring  forward  counter  proposals  to  the  report 
of  Professor  Annan.  May  I  suggest  that  the  Standing  Committee  should 
request  the  Department  to  formulate  proposals  which  would  remove 
the  cause  of  the  chemist's  discontent,  and  in  the  event  of  refusal  or 
evasive  answer  then  an  effort  should  be  made  to  lay  the  chemist's  case 
before  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  ? — Yours  faithfully,

Many  different 
types  of  modern  packings  used  in  the  industries  are  also  reviewed 
Directories  of  raw  materials,  machinery  and  equipment  form  other 
useful  sections  of  the  publication.] 

Thir- 
teenth Edition.  4^  in.  2%  in.  Pp.  200.  3s.  6d.  Bailliere,  Tindall  & 
Cox,  8  Henrietta  Street,  London,  W.C.2.  [The  thirteenth  edition  of  this 
useful  little  pharmaceutical  handbook  appeared  in  1937,  when  a 
twelve-page  synopsis  of  the  Addendum,  1936,  to  the  B.P.,  1932,  was 
added.  Since  the  introduction  of  the  Second  Addendum,  1940,  to  the 
B.P.,  a  further  synopsis  has  been  compiled  covering  in  the  style  adopted 
for  previous  synopses  the  alterations  and  additions  made  to  the  Phar- 
macopoeia. This  is  now  included  in  the  thirteenth  edition  as  an  eight- 
page  inset.  Changes  made  by  recent  Orders  in  the  Poisons  List  are  also 
summarised  in  the  latest  synopsis.] 

A  Survey  of  Insecticide  Materials  of  Vegetable  Origin  (edited  by 
H.  J.  Holman).  9J  in.  by  6  in.  Pp.  155.  3s.  6d.  Imperial  Institute, 
London,  S.W.7.
